cies and Practices, at evidently appeares by that more.then barbarom and horrible attempt to 
have blowone np with Gunpowder, the King, Queene, Prince, Lords and Commons in the 
Honfe of Parliament affembled, tending to the xtter fubverfion of the whole State, lately un- 
. dertaken by the inftig ation of Jefustes and Seminaries, and in advancement of their Religion 
by their Scholl ars tangbt aud inftrutled by them for that purpofe.

to the Lury.For if we do fee a King to contemne and de(pife the Lawes, violently rob and ‘{poile 
bis Subjects, defiower Uirgins, difbeneft Matront,and doe al things licentiou|ly and temera- 
rios fly, doe nut the Nobles of the Kingdome affcemb'e together, depofing. bim from bis. Ki 
dome, fet up another in bis place, which fhall fweare to rule and governe uprightly, and 
be obedient unto the Lawes? Verily o reafon doth perfwade, evn fo doth the ufé thereof 
ala teach 1: It feemeth alfo agreeable unto resfor, th2t the fame foould be done in she 
Church, that is, in the Counce 1, which is done in any Kingdome. And fo is this Sufficient ly 
apparent, tht the Pope is fubjeCE unto the Councell , Thus the Bifhop of Bergen, Am~ 
baffadour of Spaine, the Abbot ot Scotland, and Thom de Corcellis, a famous Divine, 
reafoned in this Councell, which voted with them.

but know, that the Popifh Prelates, Lords and Commions in Parliament, (+) Anno 
1327, depofed King Edward the fecond their natural! King, for his mifgovernment, 


p. and following and prote&ting ill Counfellors, inforcing him by way of comple- 


ment to refigne his Crowne, threatning elfe, that they would never endure him, nor 
any of his Children, as their Soveraigne, but difclaiming all homage and fealty, 
would ele&tfome other for King notof his bloud, whom themfelves fhould chink 
mott fitand able to defend the kingdome. After which they elefted and crowned his 
(on Edward the third for their King. That Auno 1399. (#) King Richard the fecond, 
for fundry mifdemeanours objefted againit him in 32. Articlesin Parliament, and 
breach of bis Coronation Oath, was judicially depofed by a Popith Parliament, by a de- 
finitive fentence of depofition given againft him, which you may read at large in 
our Hiftorians, and Henry the fourth eletted and created King in his ftead: In both 
which depofitions the Popith Prelates were chiefe a&tors. (x) Anno 1462. King Hen- 
ry the fixth, Queene Margaret and Prince Edward their Sonne were by a popifh Parli- 
anient dilinherited of their right to the Crowne; and Edward the fourth made 
King : after which King Henry was by another Parliament recrowned, and re-eftabli-

thed in his kingdome, and Edward the fourth declared a Traytor and ufurper of the 


Crowne,

Crowne. And not long after, Edward taking King Henry prifoner,and caufing him 
to be murdered inthe Tower, another Popith Parliament, Avinu 14.72. abrogated 
King Henries Lawes, and re-e(tablithed King Edward. All this have our Popith Par- 
liaments, Prelates, Lords and Commons formerly done,and that rightly and legal- 
ly, as they then fuppofed ; which farre tranfcends the higheft {traines of pretendcd 
inctoachments on his Majelties royalties by the prefent Parliament- 
Secondly, our Popith Parliaments, Peeres and Prelates have ofttranflated the 
Crown from the right heires, & fetled it on others who had no lawful right or title 
to ic, eleGing and acknowledging them for their onely Soveraigne Lords; in which 
actions the Popifh Prelatesand Clergy were commonly the Ring-leaders : witneffe 
their (y ) electing and crowning of Edward, who was illegitimate, and putting by 
Esbelred the right heire after Edgars deceafe, An. 975. Their electing and Crowning 
Canntus King, a meere forrainer, in oppofition to Edmund the right heire to King 
Etbelred, Anno 1016. Of Harold ej Hardiknute, both elected and crowned Kings 
fucceflively without title, Edmund and Alfred the right heires being difpoffeffed, and 
the latcer impriioned aud tortured to death, Azo 1036. and 1049. yet after H.rdi- 


hesutes deceafe Edward ({urnamed the Confeffor) was chofen King by confent of Par. : 


liament. And the Englifh Nobilitie, upon the death of King Harald, enaGed, Th.:2 
none of the Danifb bloud fbeuld any more reigne over them, After this Kings death, Kd- 
gar Etbeling who had beit title, was rejectedgand Harold clected and crowned King: 
{0 afte: William the Conquerors deceafe, Anno 1087. Robert the elder brother was 

retermitced, and J/iHiam Rufus the younger brother crowned and eftablifked in the 
F krone : After whofedeath Henry the firft, his younger. brother (though not nexe 
heire) waselected King by the Clergy, Nobles and Commons,(mho refitled to admit 
of any King but with capitulations and caveats to their owne liking) upon faire promifés for 


reforming bad and rigorous Lawes, remiffion of Taxes exacted on the Subjects, and puni{b- F 


ment of the chiefe caufers of them,and a fulemne Oath tu frame good Luswes, and ratifie 
Sint Edwards Lawes; all which he really performed. So after the death of Rechzrd 
the firft, Fobn Earle of Mort: was eltablifhed and crowned King, and his Nephew 
Artliner the right heire, dilinherited. And he dying, his fonne Henry the third was 
elected and crowned, and Lenis (made King in his fathers life by the Barons) remo- 
ved. The like we finde inthecafe of K. Henry 4.K. Edw. 4. and Richard the third, 
made Kingsby Aé&s of Parliament, by our Popifh Prelates and Nobles wich the 
Commons content, upon un!awfull or doubidull Titles, by way of ufurpation, 
and the right hereditaiy line put by.. Such a tranfcendent power and jin if{diction as 
this to ditinheric che right heire and transferre the Crowne to whom they thoughe 
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meeteit, neither the pretent nor any other Proteltant Parliaments, Peeres or Sub- - 


jects ever exercifed, though Popiih Parliaments, Prelatess Lords, and Commons: 
have thus frequently doneit; of which you may reade more in. 25 A. 8.c. 22.26

Thirdly, the Lords and Commons in times of Popery have fent out Writs and 
fummoned Parliaments in the Kings name, and forced the King to calla Parliament 
without and againtthis fullconfent. Thus Avvo 1214, (z) thé Barons petitioned 
King Zebu to confirme Afagna Chart and tueir Liberties tendered to him ; who ha- 
ving heard them read, in great indivnaticn asKed 5 Why the Barows did not likesvife 
demand the Kingdome? and fwore, ibat bo rind never grant thofe Liberties wherehy

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bimfelfe (hould ‘be made a fervant : Su barfo « thing is it (writes Daniel) to a power 
that bath once gotten ont into the wide liberty of bis will, to beare againe of any reducing 
within bis circle : not confidering, bow thofe who inherit Offices fucceed in the Obligation of 
them, and that the moft certaine meanes to prelerve unto a King bis kingdome , is to 
poffeffe them. with the fame conditions that he bath inberited them. The Barons hereup- 
on raife a great Army at Stamford, wherein were 2000. Knights belides: E(quires; 
contticuting Robert Fitz-Walte their Generall, inticuling him, the AZarfball of the 
Army of God and boly Church, feize upon the Kings Cafiles : and the Londoners. fending 
them a privie meffage to joyne with them, and deliver up the City to be guided by their 
-— difcretion : thitber they repaire y and are joyfully recetved under paté of their indempnity, 
After which they fent Letters tothe Earles, Barons, and Knights throughout England, who 
feemed(altbough fainedly ) to adbereto the King, exhorting them with a commin tion, that 
as they loved theindemnity of their goods and pofleflions, they fhould defert a 
perjured King, and that adhering faithfully to them,-they fhould with them ftand 
inmovably, and effeftually contend for the Liberties and peace of the kingdome, 
which if they contemned to doe, they would with Armes and Banners difplayed, 
march againft them as publike enemies, fubvert their Caftles, burne their houfes,and 
edifices, and not ceafe to deltroy their Ponds, Parkes, and Orchards: Whereupon all 
she Lords, Knights, and people deferting the King, who bad fearce fever Knights in all 
left with im, confederated themfelves to the Barons. The King feeing bimfelfe generally 


_ forfaken, counterfeits the Seales of the Bifbops, and writes in their names to ull Nations; 


that the Englifh were all carned Apottates , and whofoever would come to invade 

them, he,by the Popes confent,wou!d conferre upon them al their lands and poffef- 

fions. But this devife working no effect in regard of the little credit they gave to and con= 

fidence they bad inthe King, the truth being knowne, all men detefted fuch prickedmffes and 
forgeries, and fo the King fell into bis owne fuares ; Hereupon. the King fearing the Barons 
would take all bis Caftles without any obftach:, thongh be conceived an inexorab'e batred a- 

gainft them in bis heart, yet be craftily diffembled, that be would make peace with them for 

the prefent, ut cum furtim furrexiffit, in difipats agmina acrius fe vindicaret ; € qui 

in omnes non poterat, in fingulos defeviret, Wherefore fending William Marfball 

Earle of Pembroke to tbem, with other credible meflengers, be certified them, that for tb: good 

of peace, and the exaltation and bonvnr of bis kirgdome, be would gladly grant them the 
Lawes and Liberties they defired ; commanding the Lords by the fame mefJengers that ibey 

ld provide a fit diy and place, where they might meete and profecnte all thele things: 

W bo related all thefe things deceitfuily impofed on tbem, without fraud to the Barons at 


London, who appointed the King 2 day to come and conferre with them ina Meade 


betweene Stanes and Windfor, caHed Running-meade ; on the 15. day of June. W bere 

both parties meeting at te day, and conferring, the King perceiving bis forces too weake 

for the Barons, who were innumerable, eaftly granted their fub/cribed “Lawes and Liberties 

without difficulty, and confirmed them with bis Charter, Hand, Seale, Oath, Prolamations,

King Henry is againe enforced by the Barons and 24 Peeres to call 
a Parliament at Oxford and at London againft bi will , and to affent to ordinances 
therein made: And Anno 1264. he was likewife conitrained to call two other Parlia- 
ments at London, and to affent to the new Ordinances therein propofed, which he 
did onely to gettimeand circumvent the Barons. (¢) Anno Dom. 1310. and 1311. 
King Edward the fecond was ina manner conftrained at the inttant {application of 
his Nobles to fummona Parliament, and to banifh his Minion Pierce Gavefton a- 
_ gainft his will. (f ) Inthe 14. and 15. yeares of this King,the Barons railing an Ar- 
my by force of Armes compelled him to fummon a Parliament at Weftminfter, and 
to pafle an A& tor the banifhment of thefe two great Favorites the Spen/ers who 
mifcounfelled and feduced him,and opprefled his people.(g) And in the laft yeare of 
this Kings reigne, his Popifh Prelates, Nobles, and Commons,taking him prifoner, 
fummoned a Parliament in his name much ae his will: wherein forhis mif- 
government, they enforced him to refigne hisCrowne; depofed him, renounced 
their allegiance to him, and fet up his fonne King Edward che third in his Throne; 
as you may reade at large in Walfingbam,Polychronicon,Caxtun, F abian, Grafton, Hal- 
linfbead, Speed, Stove, Howes, Daniel, Mr-F ox, and others who have written the Hi- 


ftory of his life, In the yeare 1341. (che 15.0f Edward the third hisreigne) the + 


‘Popith Lords, Prelates, and Commons in Ireland, fummoned a Parliament there by their 
owne ‘authority, without, and againitthe Kings or Deputies confents; wherein they 
framed divers Sueftions and Articles againft the Kings Minifters there imployedy (which 
the Irifh (b) Annals record at large) refufing te appeare at the Parliament there fummoned 

by the Kings aatbority and Officers. Y reade inthe Scatute of 21 R.2.c. 1a. (and our 

(2) Hittoriaris have a touch of it.) That the Duke of Glocefter, and the Earles of A- 

randel and Warwiske affembled forcibly and in great number at Harengy, and fo came 
a {uch manner forcibly to the Kings Palace at Weftminfter, arraied in manner of warre, 
shat the King might mut then refift.them without great perill of bis bady and deftruttion of 
bis people: {a that by coertion and.compulfion the [aid Duke and Earles made the King to 
fammon a-Parliamet at Weftminfter the morrow after the Purification of our Lady, the 
eleventh yeare of bis reigne: Which Parliament fo begunne, the faid Duke and Earies in 
fech forcible manner continued, and in the fame did give many and divers judgements, 
# well of death of man aw otherrife, upon divers of the Kings liege people, and did give 

jidgement of forfeitures of lands, tenements, goods, and cattels, whereof they be convict of 
bigh Treafon, and alfo for certaine queftions, be were demanded by the King une

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bis eftate and regality, of certaine of bis Fudzes, then at Notingham the fame yesre. And 


for their anfwers of the fame, given to the King upon the fame queftiuns the fame Fuftices were 


forejudged of their lives, and judgement given againft them of forf aiting their Lands, Goods, 
and Chattels; and the faid Duke and Earles made divers Statutes and Ordinances in that 
Parliament at their will, the fummons whereof was made expreffely againft the right of 
the KingsCrowne, and contrary to the Liberty and Franchefe of bis perfon and Royall effate : 
Whereupon it was by this packed over-awed Parliament,and Ad,annulled,revok 

and holden as none; asa thing done without Authority, and aPainft the will and 
liberty of the King,and the right of his Crown. Yet it continued in full force for ro, 
yeares {pace,during which time there were 8 Parliaments held which would not re- 
peale it:and by the Parliament in £ H. 4.c.3,4.this Parliament of 21 R.2.was repealed, 


wich all che circumftances, and dependants thereof; the Parliament and Statttes 


of 11 R.2. Revived, and enaticd to be firmely holden and Rept after the purport and effedt of 
the fame, os athing made for the great honour and common profit of this Realme.. After this 
in the 23 yeare of King Richard the third, when he had yeelded himfelfe prifoner 
to Henry Dukeof Lancafter ; the Duke comming with him to Londoz, fent out(k) fum- 
thons for a Parliament to be bolden the laft of September, inthe Kings name, ( fore againft 
bir will) and enforced him first to refignehis Crowne unto him, and afterwards caufed 
him to bee judicially and folemnely depofed by confent of all the States of the Realme in 
Parliament, for certaine abufes in bis Guvernment objelted againft kim; The whole 


~ manner of which refignation, deprivation, and proceedings, you may reade at large 
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in our Hiftories.  s | 
Thefe Popith Prelates, Lords and Commons, enforcing their Kings to fummon 
all chefe Parliaments, (with others which I pretermit) might f{eeme ‘to have fome 
legall colour from the ancient Law of King Alfred; who inan aflembly of Parlia- 
ment (/) Enatfed this for a perpetuall Cuftome: Thst a Parliament fhould be called to-

| Mature, ranking with the termes of duty and obedience, the Parliaments were ru- 
~ Iedand afflared at certaine feafons of the yeare. Forintimes of Peace foure Parlia- 


ments were holden yearely, or three at the leaft. And the fame was ufed under the 
Reigne of his Sonne Philip the Hardy, Thirdofthe name. Inthetime of Philip de 
Bel, hisSonne, King of France and Navarre, they were reduced to two Parliaments 
yeately according to the ancient cugome; Onein Winter, and the other in Sum- 
mer during Peace; and but onein Winter during Warie, (It appeareth neverthe-. 
Icfle by the Regifters of the Court, that by hind:rance of warre againft the Rebelli- 
ous Flemmings, there was not any Parliament during fomeyeares ;) And the King 
by his Ordinance, dated thie Munday after Mid-lent, 47. 1302. (fet downe in the 
Regilter of ancient Orders of Parliament, fol. 45.) Willed, that for the commodity of 
bis Subjels there fbould be every yeare two Parliaments 2t Paris, and in otber Provinces, ae 
Audrw F avin Records: By which it isapparent, that Parliaments in France, Spaine, 
and other kingdomes, were not arbitrarily ca!led at the Kings free pleafures as fel» 
domeas they pleafed, but frequently fummoned every yeare, once, twice, or more, 
atcertaine feafons,by publike Acts of Parliament, for the better government of thefe 
Realmes, redreffe ot grievances, and prefervation of the peoples Liberties againft all 
royall encroachments on them. : 

In Germany, though Diets and Affemblies of the States becommonly madeby the 
Emperonrs, and in their names; yet, we find thatthe Princes Ele&tors, and Eitates 
have afembled, not onely without, but againft the Emperoursconfents, when they 
faw good caufe ; and not onely queitioned, but depofed cheir Emperours,and elect- 
ed acw in their fteads, of which there are fundry precedents in the lives of (x) Lu- 
dovicus pis, Henry the 1, 455,6,7- Frederickes Barbaroff2, Charles the Groffe, Wincea 
fam, Philip, Orbo the fourth, Ludovicus Bavarus,andothers. In this-regard there- 
fore of forcing Kings to {ummon Parliaments (fo frequent with Popith Prelates, 
Peres, Subj-s,both in our owne and other Realmes) our prefent Proteftant Par- 
liament, and all others, fince the Reformation, have beene more moderate and du- 
tifull, chen thofe in times of Popery heretofore; or then the Popith Rebels in Ire- 
lind are now: (y) who have lately ae Ki/kenny held akinde of Parliament, eretted new 
Lawes,and Officers of Fuftice, enacted new Lawes and Ordinances, as we'l Civil! and crimi- 
nallas Mitrtia'l, and done a much herein without the Kings. affent or Commiffion, am our 
King and Parliament could doe, if conjaynzd. | 

Fourthly, Our Popifh Barons,Prelates and Commons, hve refufed to meete ‘s Pure 
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liament wher the King bath fummoncd them by bis Writ, (%) 4x. Dom. 1233. King 
Henry the third fummoned his Earles and Barons to appeare at a Parliament at Qx- 
ford, (where the King now refides;) but they all joyntly fenchim an exprefle meflage 
that they would not come upon his fummons, for that the Kings perfon went guar= 
ded with Poiétovines, and other ttrangers, who {wayed and mifcounfelled him (as 
ill Counfellorsdoe now the King) foas they could not there appeare with fafety = 
at which meflage.the King grew very angry, relolving that they ihould be once, 
twice and thrice {ummoned to appeare: Whereupon ‘Roger bacon; who ufually 
preached before the King, trecly told him, Thut if'he did not remove from bim Peter Bi- 
foop of Winchefter, and Peter de Rivallis (bis malignant C onnfellors) be could never be quiet = 
And Rojer Bacona Clergy man alfo of a pleafant wit, feconding Rulerts advile; told 
the King, chat Petre and Rupes were moit dangerous things at Sea, alluding tothe 
Bifhops name,Petrus de Rupibus. The King hereupon comming a little to himielte, 
and taking that good advife of * Schollers which he would not of his Peeres, fum- 
mons another Parliament to be holden at Weftminfler, giving the world to know 
withall, that bis purpofe ws, to amend by their advife wh itfocver mas to be amended. But 
the Baronsconf{idering, that ftill there arrived more and more Strangers, men of warrey 
with Horfe and Armes (as now alas we feethey doc) and noe truiting the Pozéfo- 
yineFaith (as we have now caufe to miitrult che perfdious papitts, and malignant 


. Cavaliers ) and feeing no footiteps of peace(our prefent condition) refufedto come 


at the appointed day ; fending the King word by folemne Meffengers, tht: be foould 
without any del.y remove Peter Bifbop of Winchefter, and the other Poictovines out of his 
Court, which ifberefirfed, they all of them by the cammon confent of the svbole kingdume, 


evould drive bim, with bis wicked Connfellorsjout of the Kingdome, and con{ult about creating 
anew King, Thefe things thus afted, the King was much dejected in mind, and all 
his Court too,hanging downe their heads,and fearing nota little,left the errors of 


the Sonne fhould became worfe then the Fathers errors, whom his Subjeéts indea- 


-vouring to depofe from his Royall Throne, almoit deeruded.him to that name, 


which was given him by a certaine prefage, 7cbn the Banifed: Wherefore he could 
eafily have beene drawne to redeeme the love ofhis naturall Liegemen, with the dif 
grace of a few ftrangers. | | 

But the Bithop of Wincheftyr, with other his ill Counfellors, and Puitfovine Cava- 
liers, counfelled him sotake wp Armes againft his eebeilious Subjetis, asthey tiled 


them, avd to give their Caftles und Lands to them, who world defend bim and the kingdome 


of England from theft Traytors, ( The Countell now given to his Majefty, by his ill 
Countellours and Cavaliers:) herenpon the Ning inclining to the worfer part, rai- 
fethan Army of Poidfvvim,& toraine Souldiers,which came to him being fence for out 
of Flanders, (froin whence the King now hath many old Souldiers, and Comman- 
ders fenthim) feiiech a Manour of GuilJert Buffets, a Noble man, given him by Kin 


(er calling him Traytor when he demanded it; fetsdownea day, wherein all his - 


ords he fufpe“ted fhould deliver him futlicient pledges of their loyalty ; and being 
at Glocefter with his Army, )whicherf the Lords refufed to come, being required, (the 
King thereupon, asifthcy were Traytors, burnes their Manors, deltroyes their 
Paryesand Ponds, besiegeth cheir Cailles,and without the judgement of his Court, 
and of their Peeres, denounceth them exiles and banified iren, gives their Lands to 
the Puidfucinery and adding grietetc gricfe, wound to wound,commanded their bo-

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dies co be apprehended where ever they were within the kingdom; he likewife fends 


a defianceto the Earle Marfhall, whofe Lands he had wafted, who thereupon un= 
derftood himfelfe difcharged of that obligation by which he was tyed to the King, 
and free to make his defence; Whereupon, he feeing neither * Faith, ner Oath, nor 
Peace to be Re by the King, or bis ill Connfellours, who contraryto their promife and 
Oath, refuled co deliver up his Caftle, which they promifed to render to him, upon 
demand ; he raifeth a great Army, and takes his Cattle. On this the King upon 
better confideration, did againe promife and afhrme ; That by advife of his great 
Councell, all chat was amiffe fhould be.reétified and amended; And atthe day and 
placeappoiated, he holdsa great conference withthe Lords; But the evil! Coun- 
fellershe followed, fuffered him not to make good his promife. For when divers 
thereprefent, greatly in the Kings favour,with fundry Preachers and Fryers,whom 
the King was wontto reverenceand hearken to, Humbly befeeched, and earneffly exbor- 
ted the King to make peace with bis Barons and Nobles, and to embrace them with. due 
affe&ion,being his naturall Subje&ts, whom without any judgement by their Peeres 
he had banifhed, deftroying their Manours, Woods, Parkes, Ponds; and being 
led and fedueed by evill Counfels, feffe regarded his faichfull Subje&ts, ( whofe na- 
tiveblood would not permit them to bow downe ) than Forainers; and which is 
worle, called chem Traytors,by whom he ought to fettle the Sei er the Coun- 
fels, and difpofe the affaires of his kingdome: The Bifhop ot Winchefter ( offended 
it feemes at Peeres ) takes the word out of the Kings mouth, and anfwers; That 
there are not Peeres in England, a in the Realme of France; and that. therefore the King of 
England, by fuch Tufticéars as bim{felfe pleafeth to ordaine, may banifh any offenders out of the

Hereupon the Earle Marfhall and other Lords with 
their Forces, fell pell mell uponthe Kings Army, flew divers of his Forrainers ; and 
inconclafion drew him to fuch ftraits, that enforced him to be capable of better ad- 
vife: Then Edmund Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury elect, with other fuffragan Bithops, 
bewailing the eftate ofthe kingdome, prefented thenifelves before the King at Weft- 


eninfter, telling him as his loyall liegeman ( and Othat fome Bithop or faithfull per- 


lon, ifthere be any fuch about his Majefty, would now deale thus clearely with 
him, touching hisevill Counfellors!) °¢ That the Countfell of Peter Bifhop of Win 

“dyfler, and his complices, which now he had and ufed, was not found nor fafe, 
“but evill and dangerous to himfelfe and his Realme: Firft, for that they hated 
“and defpifed the Exgli(b, calling them Traytors, turning the Kings heart from the 
“love of the people, and the hearts of the people from him, as in the Earle Mar-

© Subje&s, and turned their mindes and hearts from me- By thy bad counfel] and 
“thy complices, Iwas moved to make warre upon them to my irreparable lofle,and 
“ thedifhonourofmy Realme, tn whichenterprife I wafted my Treafure, and loft 
“many worthy perfons, together wich much of my Royall refpe&. Therefore, I 
“exa&t ofthee an accompt, and thou halt becarryed to the Tower of London, to 


“€ deliberatetill J am fatisfied. And thus were thefe civill warres and differences 
reconciled; “ill Counfellors removed, enormities reformed, Delinquents punifhed, _ 
(not without reducing ttore of coyne to the King) and peace eftablifhed in the king- - 


dome. Which Hiltory, I have more largely recited, becaufe molt of its paflages are 
Parallel tothe Kings, and his evill Counfellors prefent proceedings, cn the one

King Edward the fecond by his 
Writ fummoned a Parliament at London, But many of the Lords refufid to came, pre- 
tending eaxfes and impediments, by which their abfence might well be excufed, and fo this 
Perlisment tooke no effect, and nutbinz reas done therein. In this particular then Popith 
Prelates, Lords and Commons, have exceeded Proteltants in this, or any. other Par~ 
liament. | 7 pe iat 
Fifthly, Popith Parliaments, Prelates, Lords and Subjects have by Furce of Armes 
compelled their Kings to grant and confirme ther Lawes, Liberties, Charters, Priviledges, 
swith their Seales, O.sthes, Proclamations, the Popes Buls, Prelates Excommanications; and 
to paffe, confirme, or repeale Acts of Parliament againft their wils. Thus the Barons, Pre- 
Jates, and Commons, by open warre and Armesenforced both (2) King Fobn, and 
King Henry the third, to:confirme AfagxaCharta, and Charta de Forc{ta (both in and 
- oucof Parliament) fandry times with their hands, Seales, Oathes, Proclamations, 
and cheir Bifhops Excommunications, taking a folemne Oath one after another at 
Saint Edmonds, upon the High Altar, 1214. That if King John foould refufe vo grant 
thefe Lawes and Liberties, they would wage warre againft bim fo long, and withdraw 
shemfelves from their Allegiance to bim,untill be foould confirme to them by «Charter ratified 
with bie Scale, al things which they required: And that if the King (hould afierwards 


peradventure recede from bir owne Oath, as they verily beleeved be would; by resfon of bis J 


doxble dealing, they would forthwith, by feizing on bis Caftles, compell bim to give {atif~ 
fettim , Which they accordingly performed, as our Hiftories'at large relate. Yea, 
when they had enforced King (b) Fobz thus to ratifie thefe Charters, for the better 
maintenance of them, they ele&cd 25. Barons to be the Confervators of their Pri- 
viledges, who by the Kings appointment (though much .againtt his liking, as after- 
wards appeared) tooke an Oath upon’ their Soules, chat wich’ all diligence the 
would obferve thefe Charters, é Regem cozerent, and would COMPEEL THI 
KIN G, if he fhouldchance to repent, to obfervethem ; All the reft of the Lords 
and Barons, then likewife taking another Oath, to obey the commands of the 25. 
Barons. : ee 
After this(c) Anno Dom. 125%. King Henry thethird fummoned a Parliament at 
Oxford, whither the Lords came armed with great Troopes of men for feare of the 
Poitkevines, to prevent treachery and civill warres, and the Kings bringing inof Foraine 
force, againft bis naturall Subjetts ; to which end they caufed the Sea-ports to be 
fhucup,and guarded. The Parliament being begun, the Lords propounded fundry 
Articles to cheKing, which they had immutably refolved on, to which they requit- 
red his affent. Thechiefe points whereof were thefe : That the King fhould firmely 
heepe and conferve the Charter and Liberties of England, which King John bis Father 
made, granted, and ratified with anOath, and which bimfelfe bad fo often granted, and 
fern to maintaine inviolable, and caufed all the infringers of it,to be borribly excommuni= 
cated by all the Bifbops of England, in his owne prefence, and of all bis Barons, and bim- 
Selfe was one of the Exconsnmunicators. That fuch a one fbould be made their Chiefe Fuftsce, 
Iho mould judge accurding to Right, without refpect to poore or rich. With other things 
concerning the kingdome, to the common sia peace, and honour of the King and ee

To the thelr neceflary Counfels and provifions, they did frequently , and moft 

conttantly, by way of advice, defire the King to con efcend, {wearing and giving 

their mutual! Faich and handsonetoanother; That they would nee defift topro~ 

fecute their purpofe, neither for loffe of money or Lands, nor love, nor hate; no nor 

yet for life or death of them or theirs; till they had cleared England (to. which 

~ they and cheir forefathers were borne) from upftarts and aliens, and procured Jau+ 

- dable Lawes. The King hearing this, and that they came exquificely armed that fo 

heand his aliens might be enforced, if they would not willingly affent, tooke his 

corporall Oath (and his Sonne Prince Edward alfo) that he would fubmit to their 

Counfels, and all chofe their Ordinances, for feare of perpetuall imprifonment; 

The Lords having by an Edi&, threatned death to all chat relifted : Which done, all 

the Peeres and Prelates took their Oath;T o be faithfull to this their Ordinance;and 

made all who would abide in the Kingdome,to {wear they would {tand to the triall 

of their Peeres ; the Arch-Bifhops and Bifhops folemnely accurfing al] that fhould 

rebell againttit. And Richard King of RKerszns,the Kings younger brother comming

. chard Earle of Cornewal,fiear pon the bily Gofpels,to be faithfull and forward to reforrse 

svith you the Kingdome of England, bitherto by the Counfell of wicked men fo much deformed. 
And I will be an effectual cozdjutor to éxpell the Rebels and troublers of the Realm from ous t

Counfellours from bim:T bat be would thenceforth order all the af= 
faires of the kingdome by the Counjel uf the Clergy and Lerds,and begin no war, nar depart any 
mere ost of the kingdome svitbout common confent.T he King contented to theArticles,and 
banifhed Piersinto Ireland. No * ‘ooner was the Parliament diffolved,but the King 
negle&ing his Fathers folemne adjurations,together with his owne Oath,never to ree 
duce Piers,fends for him back to hisCourt,marrieth him to the Countefle of Glocefter, 


his owne filters daughter;{heweth him more favour then ever; Refolving with himfelfe to 


retaine this Gavefton, manxgre all his Earles, Barons,and for the love of him,to put his 
Crowne and life in perill,when time fhould ferve: In which, whether the King or his 
Favourite fhewed leffe difcretion,it is not at the firlt eafily determined; it being as un- 


fafe for the one with fo offenfive behavior to affe& inimederate {hew and ufe of grace, 


asfor the other,to the injury of his name and Realme,to beftow the fame, But upon 
the Queenes Complaint to the King of Fraace her Brother, of Piers his infolence and

bazifb Piers from bis company,and obferve the effi ct of the ferefaid Articles, or elfe they would

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as evér he did on Gavefton, to whom they fucceeded, not onely in pride, rapine, pore

King, So as thy ruled and lead the King a they pleafed, in fo much that no Earle, Baron, 
or Bifbop was able to difpatch any tbing in Court without their advife and favexr, which 
i, becaufe they domineered over all . The Lords 

and Barons hereupon, confederated together to live’ ahd die for juftice, and to their 
power to deftroy the T raytors of the Realme, efpecially the two Spencers: And meeting co- 
gether wit their forces at Shirborne, Thomas of Lancafter being their Captaine; they 
tooke an oath to profecute their ee to the divifion of foule gnd body: Then 
they {poyled thefe Spencers and their friends goods, take their Caftles by violence, 
waite their Manors through malice, flay their fervants, utterly omitting the ufual! 
wayesof Law and equity, and following the impetuoufnefle of their minds they 


‘march on to Saint Albons with Enfignes difplayed, and fent folemne meffengers to 
the King then at Lozden, commanding bim, not onely to rid bis Court, but kingdome toe, 


& the Traytors of the Realme, the Spencers, condemned in many Articles (which the 


had framed againtt them) dy the Commmonalty of the Realme, if be loved the peace of the 


Kingdome. And they further required the King to grant letters Patents of indempnity, 
tothemfelves and all fuch as had bore arnses in their company, that they fbonld not be pu- 
nifboed:by the King or any other for their forepef or prefent trangrefions, The King de- 
nyed both thefe demands at firft, as unjuft and illegall ; fwearing, that be would

“Whereupon running to their armes, they marched up to London, entred the City, 


‘and to avoyd danger, the Bing (through the Qneenes and others mediation) con-

defcended to their defires, pafling an A& for the Spencers banifhment, and the Ba- 
rons indemnities ; which you may reade in encient (b) A42gna Chartaes. Uponthis 
the Barons departed, neither merry nor fecure, defpairing of the Kings Benevolenceswhich 
made them goe alwayes armed, and torctire to fafe places. The King foone after, recal- 


‘Jing the Spencers, reverfed the fentence againit them as erroneous, gathers an Army, 


encounters and defeates the Barons, and puts many of them to death by thefe 

Spencers rocurements, who wot content with their blowd, procured alfo the confifcation of 
their ae} and inheritances: Whereupon getting into greater favour and power then 

before, puffed-up with their good fuccefle and new honours, they di(contented not 

onely the Nobles, but Queene too ; who going over into France with her fonne, the 
Prince, (whofe lives thefe favorites attempted) She raifed an Army beyond the Seas, 

and returning with it into Evgland,moft of the Lords and Commons reforted to 
her, and fell off from the King : who being deititute of friends and meanes,deman- 
ded affiftance of the City of London, whofe anfwer was; That they wonld bonosr 
sith all duty the King, the Qncene and Prince, but would fhut their gates again{t Foreiners 
and Trsytors to the Realme, and with all their power with{tand them, And under the 
name ot Fohbn of Eltham the Kings fecondfonne, whom they proclaimed Cuftos of 
the Cicy & of the Land, they got the Tower of Londuz into their poffeflion, placing 
and difplacing the Garrifon and Officers therein as they pleaféd. The King hereup-

After all this (@) King Richard the fecond in the ninth yeare of his reigne fum- (i? Walfingham

Royall Statein Weftminfter Hall ; the Lords prefent themfelves upon their knees be- 
fore him: and being required by the Lord Chancellor; Why they were in warlike 
manner affembled at Haring g ye Parke, contrary to the Lawes? their joynt anfwer 


was: That they were affembled for the good of the King and kingdome, and to weed from a- 
bout him, fuch T raytors as b: continually held with bim ; The Traytors they named to be- ~ 


Robert de Vere, Duke of Ireland; Alexander Nevill, Arch-bifhop of Torke; Michael 
dela Pole, Earle of Saffilke ; Sir Robert Trfilian, that falfe Jufticiar; Sir Nicholas 
Brambre, that falfe knight of London, with others: To prove them fuch, Tbcy threw 
downe their Gloves, as gages of challenge for a triall by the Sword. The King hereupon re- 
plyed, as knowing they wereall hidden out of the way ; This (hall not be dome fo, but 


at the next Parliament ( which fhall bethe morrow after Candlemas) all parties foall 


receive according as they deferve. And now to yor my Lords; How or by what anthority durft 
you prefume to levy Forces againft me in this Land ? did you thinke to have terrified mee by 
fich your prefiemption? Have not I men and armes, who (itit pleafed me) could environ 
and kill you like fherpe? Certainely in this refpeEt I efteeme of you all no more than of the bafeft 
Scullions in my kitchins. Having ufed thele, and many like high words, he tooke up 
his Unckle the Duke from the ground, where he kneeled, and bade all the ether 
rife, The reft of the conference was calme, and the wholedeferred till the next Par- 
liament, then fhortly to be holden at Wcftmianfter. In the meane time (that the 
‘world might fee, how little able the King was to equall his words with deeds ) a 
Proclamation was (ct forth, in which the King (before any tryall ) clearcth the 
‘Lords of Tresfon, names tho ¢ perfons for unjuit accufers, whom the Lords had 
| before 
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beforenominated. The Lords neverthelefie thought not good co fever themfelves, 


but kept cogecher tor teare of the wortt,; which fell out for their advantage: For 
the Duke ot Ireland (with the Kings privity, {uch was his talfe diffimulation )had 
gathered a power in Wales, and Chefbire: which they intercepting neare Berford and 
Bableckey ew Sir William Molinenx, leader of theChefhire men, and made the Duke 
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to flye in great feare. Among the Dukes carriages was tound (asthe devill, orra- - 


therGod would have it) certaine Letters of the Kings to the faid Duke, by which 
their Counfels were plainely difcovered. The Lords hereupon march with {peed 
up to Leadon, havingan Army of forty thoufand men, the Lord Mayor and City 
doubtfull whether to diipleafe the King or Lords, upon contuitation receive the 
Lords into the City,and fupply their Army with provi..nsin the Suburbs; Which 
the King hearing of, {eemed co flight them, faying ; * Let them lye bere till they have 
fpem all their goods, and then they will returne poore and empty to their boufes,and then I foal 


_ fpeake with and judge them one after another, The Lords hea 3 this, were exceeding» 


ly moved, and{wore, They would never rem ve thence, till they bad {poken with bim face 
to face, And forthwith fent fome to guard the Thames, leit the King fhould flip our 
of their hands, and then {coffe at them. The King being then in the Tower, and 
feeing himfel fe every way encompafied, fent a meflage to the Lords, thar he would 
treat with them ; who thereupon defired him, 7 bat he would come the next day tu Wft- 
minfter, where they would declare their defiretobim: The King replyed,T bat he would not 
treat with thens at Weftminfter, but in the T ower. To which the Lords anfwered, That 
itws a fifpicious place, becanfe traines might there be laid for them, and dangers prepared 
to deftrey thems - Whereupon the King fent word, Tobey fhould fend thither two hundred 
‘menor more, to fearcb and view all places, le any fraud foould lye bid. Upon which the 
Lords repaired to the Tower, and in the Kings Bed-chamber,laid open to him brief- 
ly, allhisconfpiracy, in cauiing them indire&tly to be indi&ed ; They objec to him 
bis mutability, and underhand working, producing bis ovne Letters to the Duke of Ircland, 
toraife an Army to deftray them; together with the French packets thay bad intercepted, where- 
by it appeared he bad fecretly prackifed tu flye with the Duke of Ireland into France, to deliver 
xp Callice totbe French Kings poffeffion, and fuch pieces a the Crowne of England beld int hufe 


parts; whereby bes honour might diminifb , bis ftrength decay, and bis fame perifb. The 


King teeing this, knew not whatto doe, efpecially becaufe he knew himfclfe nota- 


blydepreffed. At laitcraving leave, they lett him confounded and fhedding teares, 


Jetupon condition, that he fhould come to Weftminfter the nextday, where hee 
thould heare more, and treate of the neceflary affaires of the kingdome; Which he 
Promifed to doe, retaining the Earle of Darby, to fup with him, Eut betore he 
Wenttobed ( O the fickleneffe of weake Princes, and taithleYeneife of their royal 
Words and Proteftations |) fome whifperers tellisig him, that it was not decent,jafe, 
nor honourable for the King to goethicher, hechanged. his rcfolution. The No- 
bles hearing this, were very fad, and difcontented, and thereupon fent hin: word, 
That if be came not quickely according to appointment, they would cizfe. them anotber King, 
Bh both would and fhould obey the Counfell of bis Peeves, The King ttrucke with this 
dart, came the next day to Weftminfter, there attending his Noblcs pleafures. To 
whom ¢ atter few diicouries) the Nobles faid ; Tbr for bis bonuur, and the benefit of 
“1 kingd sme, all Traytors, rebi'perers, fiatterers, evill inftruments, flanacrers, and anprre 
prable perfons florid be banifbed out of bis Court and company, and oibers (ubftituted m tbctr

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places, who both kaw how, and would ferve kim more bonourably and faitbful'y. Which 


when the King had granted (though with forrow,) they thought fit that Alexarm 
der Nevill Archbifbop of Torke, Fobn F ordham, Bifbop of Durham, with fundry other 
Lords, knights, and Clergy men fhould be removed and kept in ftrait prifon, to an_ 
{wer (uch accufations as thould be obje&ted againit them the next Parliament. Where. 
upon they were apprehended forthwith and removed fromthe Court : After the 


feat of el ite the Parliament (much againft the Kings will, who would have

fhifted it off at thattime)) began atLondon. The firitday of the Seflion, F ultborpe 
and all the re(t of the Judges were arrelted, o they fate in judgement on the Bench, and 
mott of them fent to the Tower: for that baving firft over-ruled the Lords with thejr 
Connfels and direttion, which they affured them to be according to Law, they afterward eg 
Nottingbsm, gave contrary judgement to whst themfe'ves bad determined formerly, Trefili- 
an the chiefe Jutice prevented them by flight, but being apprehended and broughe 
backe tothe Parliamentin the forenoone, had fentence to be drawne to Tiburne 
in che afternoone, and there to have his Throate cut, which was doneaccor- 
dingly. | _ oor 
The King feeing thefe proceedings, by advile of his ill Counfellors,* abfented him- 

felfe from kis Parliament, and fent Michael dela Polethen Lord Chancellor, to demand 
foure fifteenes in his name, of the Commons, for that withont leffe he could nor maintaine bis 
eftate and ontward warre. To which the body of the Parliament made anfwer ; thee 
svithout the King were prefent, they would make therein xo anfwer; and that sinleffe the King 
would remove him from his Chancellor{hip, they would no further meddle with any A this 
Parliament, The King upon this fent to the Commons,that they foould fend 10 Ebam, 
(where he then lay,) 40. of the wifeft and beft learned of the Commons, who in the name 
‘of the whole Honfe foould declare unto bim their minde, Upon which meffage the Honfe 
‘were in more feare then before ; for there went a talke, that the King intended t0 he~ 


sray divers of them, which followed not bis minde, either that waysor at a banquet appointed to 


be made purpofely at London, if Nicholas Exton the Adayor of London would bave cum 


" fented therenmto, at which time the Duke of Glocefter foonld bave beene taken. Wherefore 


the Lords and Commons affembled together, agreed with one affent, that the Duke 
of Glocefter, aad Bifbup of Ely, fooxid in the name of the whole Parliament be fent to the King 
to Eltham; which was done,and the King well pleafed thac they fhould come.When 
they came into his prefence they moft humbly faluted him, and faid. ®Moft high 
“ and redoubted Soveraigne Lord, the Lords and Commons of this your Parlia= 
“ment affembled, with moft humble fabjeCtion unto your moft royal] Majelty, de- - 
« fire your moft gracious favour ; fo that they may live in tranquillity and peaceun~ 


--€der you, to the pleafure ofGod and wealth of the Realme, On whofe behalfewe 


“alfo thew unto you, that one old ftatute and laudable cuftome is approved,which 
*©no mancandeny.; That the King our Soveraig: ¢ Lord may once in the yearelaw- 


© fully fummon his high Cuurt of Parliament, and call the Lords and-Commons 


© thereunto,as tothat whichis the higheft Court of this Realme: In which Court - 
all equity and juftice mutt thine, even as the Sunne when itis at the highelt,where- 
“of poore and rich may take refrefhing : wherealfo muftbe reformed all the op~ 
“ preflions, wrongs, exactions and enormities within the Realme, and there to 
“© confulc with the wife men for che maintenance of the Kings eftate. And. if it might 
€ be ktownethat any perfons within the Realme or without intended the contrary, 


there 
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6¢ there alfo mutt be deviled how {uch evill weeds might be deitroyed. There alfo mut 
“be ftudyed and forefeene, that if any charge doe come upon the King-and his 
“Realme, how ie may be well and honourably {upported and iultained. Hitherto 
“itis thoughtby the whole Realme, that your Subje&s have lovingly demeaned 
 themfelves to you, in ayding you with (ubftance te the beit of their powers ; and 
“ hey defire to have knowledge, how and by whom thefe goods be {pent. One thing 
© relteth yet to declare in their behalfeunto-you: * how that by anold Ordinance, 
“they have an A&, if the King abfent himlelfe forty dayes not being ficke, but of 
' “his owneminde (not heeding the charges of his people, nor their great paines) 

© wil] not refort to his Parliamenc ; they then may lawfully returne home to their 

“houfes: Andnow Sir, yowhave beene abfent a longer time,and yet refufe to come 
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amongit us ; which greatly is our difcomfort: (And our Parliaments prefent cafe.) . 


To this: the King anfwered by thelewords: Well, we doe confider that the people and 
Commons goe to rife againft us, wherefore we thinke wecan doe no better than ta aske ayde of. 
our Cofin the Frenth King, and rather fubmit ws tubim, than to our owne Subjects, The 
Lords anfwered : Sir, that Counfell ss not beft, but. a way rather to bring you into danger, 
For it 3s well ketowme, that the Fresch King 3s your arteient enemy, and your greateft adugr- 
fay: and if be fet foot once'within your Realme, be will rather. difpoyle yon, invade you,and 
depofe you from your effate'Royall, than put any bandtobelpe yor, rc, And as that King 
cannot be poore that hath rich people ; fo cannot be be rich that bath poore Commons. And ull 
thee inconveniences be come by the evill Counfell which are about you, And if you put not your 
helping band tothe redreffe of the premifes, this Realme of England {ball be brought to noucht 
and niter rnine, which clearely bou'd be laid to your default, and inyour evill Counfell : Seen 
ing thas in the tins of your F ather, this Realmethronghons all the world wos bighly efteemed, 
and nothing ordered afier thefe wayes. Wherefore we be fent unto you. to exhort: yon to fequefter 


all fuck perfons as might be the ccafion of rine either of you or elfe of your Realme. By thefe . 


good perfwafions the King was appealed, and promifed within three dayes after to come 
to the Psrliamsent, and tv condc{cend te their Petitions; And according to bis appointment he 
came. Where fooneafter fobs Fordbam Bifhop of Durbam, was di(charged of the 
Treafurourthip, and the Bifhop of Hereford {et in his place; * De ia Pole was put from 
his Chancellourfhip for dive:s crimes, frauds, briberies andtreafons, by him com- 
mitted, to the prejudice of the King and his Realme, committed to the Tower, and 
fined ewenty thoufand Markegto the King, in relieving of the Commons: Divers 
other Judges, knights,& Delinquents of all forts were condeamed,%& executed,others 
banifhed and cheir ftates confifcated ; others put out of O tice by this Parliament, as 
you may read in our Hiftories,and in the (R )Statstes at large: in which Statutes the 
mifchievous effe&s of thefe evill Countfellors to King, kingdome,.and people are 
at full related, whereby the King and all his Realme were very nigh co have beene 
wholly undone and deftroyed: the Lords raiiing of Forces againtt them refolved to 
belawfull, and theft traytorous Delinquents made uncapable of any parden ; (/) 
and their raifing of Armes againft the Parliament and kingdome,(chongh with the. 
Kingsownecontentand his command) declared and enacted to be high Treaf‘on. 
Thefe proceedings ratified and affented co in Parliamentby the King, atch agrinfl 
ba will, wroughtan intolerable fecret hatred and delire of revenge in bis heart a- 
gainftche Lords, which for want of power he concealed neare ten yeaves {pace . but? 
in thetwentycth yeare of his Reigne,being fomewhatelevated in his toirit with a 
, ae 
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rumour that be fbould be elcEed Emperour , he {uddenly apprehended the Duke of Gh- 

efter, the Earles of Marrwicke.and Arundel! (che chiefe tticklers in the fes com- 

mitting them to feverall prifons : And to blinde the peoples eyes, left they fbould rife up ix 
Armes torefcue thefe Lords, the King {ent out a feigned Proclamation, .( which he 
caufed to be proclaimed throughout the Realme ) that thefe Lords were apprehended enly 
for new Treafons committed again{t bis, for which be would profecute them in the next Parlia- 

ment, and not for the old trefpaffes: After which he proclaimes shofe Lords T raytors. 

Daa pacha Which done he fummoned a (m) Parliament at S dase to this Parliament the 
om es toe King commanded to come all fuch as be bad beft confidence in, omitting the reft ; and the 
Fkns Specch, Knights were not elected by the Commons, as citflome required they foould be,Lut by the Kings 
1640.p.33-1 H. pleafure, yea, be put out divers perfons elecicd, .and put in ether in their places to ferve bis 
4-No.21.21-48 ‘sgene. which was one Article obje&ted. againft him when he was depofed. Againft 
thetime of this Parliament, the King received a guard of 40co0.Archers, all Che(bire 
‘men, as if he would have gone in battle againitenemies, fo that divers camearmed 
to the Parliament out of feare. Thefe Chefbiremen were rudeand beaftly people, 
and fo proud cf the Kings favour, (#) that they accounted the King to be their fellow, and 
fet the Lords at nought, though few of them were Gentlemen, but taken from the 
‘Plough and other Trades, After thefe rufticall people hada while Courted, they 
grew fobold, that they wonld not let neither within the Conrt nor witbout- to beat ard flay 
the Kings good Subjett, (as the Cavaliersdoe now) aud totake from them their vidiuals 
at are seca paying little or nothing for them, and tu ravifb their wives and daughters: 
And if any man prefugned to complaine to the King of them, he was foone rid out 
ofthe way, no man knew why.nor by whom, {fo that in effect they did what they 
lifted.

In.one word, Warres have beene 
ended, Leagues, Truces made, confirmed, and punilhments for breach of them, 
provilions for prefervation of them enacted by the Parliament, as infinite Precedents 
jathe Parliament Rols and * Printed A&s, demonttrate, So that our Parliaments 
in all * former ages, even in the Reignes of our molt Marciall Kings, have had the 
Soveraigne power of ordering, fetling,determining both the beginning, progrefle, 
andconclufion ofour Warres, and the chiete ordering of * al] things which con- 
cerned the managing of them by Sea and Land; being indeed the great Counfel] 
of Warre,elected by the Kingdome, to dire& our Kings, whowereand are in 
truth but the kingdomes chiefe Lord Generalls, (as the (d) Roman Emperours, and 
dll Kings of old were their Senates, States and Peoples Generals, to manage their 
Warres and fight their battailes) the Soveraigne power of ee and dire&ting 
Warre or Peace, beingnotin the Emperours or Kings themfelves, but in their Se- 
nates, States and Parliaments,as (e )budin proves at large. And being but the king- 
domes Gerierals, who muft {upport and maintaine the Warres, ‘there is asgreat rea- 
fon that they fhould direct and over-rule Kings in the Ordering of their Warres and 
Militiz when they feecaufe, as that they thould dire& and rule their Lord Generall 
naw, orthe King his Generals in both his Armies- Ducing the (g) minorities of 
King Henry the iixch, and Edward the {ixp the Parliament made the Duke of Bed. 
fird Regent of France, and the Dukes ot Gloceffer and Sommerfet, Lord Protectors of 
‘Enaland. committing the trutt ofthe Adilitiz, and Warres to them: And (i) 39. 
H.6. the Parliament made (b) Richard Duke of Yorke, Lord ProteStor of the 
Realme,and gave him like power, when the King wasot fullage. And in our pre- 
fent times: The King himfelfe chis very Parcliamenc voluntarily commicted the 
wholecareand managing of the Warves in Ireland andthe A7Zilitia there to this pre- 
ferit Parliament;who appointed both the Commanders andal other Officers of che 
Forces fent henceinto Ireland: and that without any injuryyor cclipfe, to his Ma- 
jetties Royall Prerogative. If then the, Subjects and Parliament in ancient times, 
have had the ele&tion of their Generals, Captaines, Commanders, Sheriffes, Mayors, 
and other Officers, havingthe chiefe ordering of the 4ilitia under the King ; if 
they have conftantly Ordered all parts and matters concerning the Warres in all 
former Kings Reignes ; appointed Regents and Protectors, committing to them 
the Kings owne Koyall power over the A@ilitiz, during their Minorities; and his 
Majeity himfelfe hath permitted this Parliament to Order the Afilitiz of Ireland, to 
which they haveno fuchright or Titleas to that of Eng!tad, without any prja- 
dice to his Prerogative; Ican {eeno jultexception, why his Majeity thould at firit, 
or now deny the Parliament fuch a power over the A/ilitia,as they delired tor a time; 
or why in point of Honour or Juttice, their Bill for fetling the A/iliti2 in fate un- 
der hands, infuch perfonsas both tides may well confidein, fhould now be rejekt- 
ed. being for the Kings, Kingdomes) and Parliaments peace and fecurity; much 


lefle, why a bloody inteftine Warre fhould be raifed or continued, upon {uch an uns 
oe B20 contide- 
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confiderable point on his Majefties part: ‘whe fecing he cannot manage the A/ilitia 
in proper perfon in all Counties, but onely by Subitimtes ; ‘hath farre more caufe to 
accept of tuch perfons of Honour and quality as his Parliament fhall nominate (in 
whom himfelte and his whole Kingdome in thefe times of Warre and danger may 
repofeconfidence ) to execute this trult, then any whom his owne judgement alone, 
or fome private Lords or Courtiers fall recommend, in whom the Kingdome and 
Parliament, in thefe jealous deceitfull times, dare not confide. The yeelding to 
the Parliamentin chis jutt requeft, will remove all feares and jealoufies, reftore our 
peace, re-gaine his Majelty the reall affections of his difcontented Subje&s ; the 
periiting in the contrary courfe will but adde fuell to our flames, feares, doubts,dan- 
gers, and fruftrate all hopes, all endevours of Peace. 

From the A4ilitia it felte, I defcend to the confequencies of its denyall, the Parlia- 
ments feiling upon Hull, with other Ports and Forts, the Royall Navy, Ammuni- 
tion, Armes, Revenues, and detaining them {till from his Majelty, the grand dif- 
ference now pretended, whencethe prefent warre hath emerged; which thefe en- 
fuing contidcrations will in a great meafure qualifte, if not altogether fatisfie. 

Firft, his Majefty and all Royalifts mutt neceflarily yeeld , chat the Ports,Forts, 
Navy, Ammunition, Armes,and Revenues thus {eifed on by the Parliament,chough 
his (2) Mdajefties in point of poffetfion, yet are nothis, but the Kingdomes in point 
ofright and intereft ; they being firft transferred to, and placed on his Predeceffors 
and himfelfe by the Parliamentand Kingdome: not in right of propriety, but-(#) 
conditionally upon truft, (his Majefly being but a publike Officer) tor the defence 
and fafety of the Realme; and though his Majefty came to them by defcent, yet it 
was but in nature of the Heire of a Feoffee in crult, for the ufe and fervice of the 
kingdome; asa King in his politicke; n@e‘as aman or Proprietor in his natural 
capacity; as our (1) Law Bookes, T erminis terminantibus tefolve. Hence it hath been 
ote adjudged ; (m) that the King can neither by his will in writing, nor by his Let- 
ters Patents, Devile or alien the Lands, Revenues, Jewels, Ships, Forts, or Ammue 
nition of the Crowne (unleffe ic beby vertue of fome a (7) A& of Parliament 
enabling him to doe it by the kingdomes general] confents ) and if any fuch aliena- 
tions be made, they are voyd in Law, and may be, yea have beene (0 ) oft refumed, 
reverfed by theParliament; becaufe they are not the Kings, but kingdomes,in point 
ofintere.t and propriety: the Kings, but in poffeffion and trutt for the kingdomes 
ufeand defence.-Hence it is,that it the Kingdye, all his (p)Ships, Armes, Ammu- 
nition, Jewels, Plate, Debts to the Crowne, Moneyes, Arrerages of Rents or Sub- 
fidies, Wards, and Rights of prefentments to voyd Churches, goe onely to his Suc- 
ceflors, not to his Executors, (as in cafeofacommon perfon,) becaufe he enjoyes 
them not asa Proprietor (as other Subje&ts doe ) but as a Truftee onely, for the

it is madneffe or folly not to doe it, there being many ancient and late examples for 
to warrant it; [fhall inttance in {ome tew. By the (b) Common Law of th: Land whiles 
Abbies and Priories remained, whenwe bad any W arves with furaine Nations,it was lawfull 
and {ual to feife all the Lands, yoods,poffefions of Abbotssof Priors aliens of thofé Conutries, 
during the warres (though they poffeffed them onely in right of their Honfes) left they foould 
contribute any ayd, intelligence, affiftance tour emmies, Yeait anciently hath beene, 
and now is the common cuftome of our owne and other kingdomes, as {Gone as any 
breachesand warres begin, afcer Proclamation made, to fee and confifcate all the 
Ships, soods,and eltates of thofecountries and kiagdomes with whom they begin 
warre,as are found within their dominions for the prefent, or fhall arrive there af- 
terwards,left the enemics fhould be ayded by them in the Warres, (preventing Phy- 
ficke being asiawitull,as u(efull in politique as naturall bodies; ) which a& is warran- 
ted by (¢) Adagua Charta, with fundry other Statutes quoted in the Margin. ‘And. 
though thefe feiftures were made by the King, in his name onely,yet it was by autho- 
rity of A&s of Parliament,as the publike Mini(ter of the Realme,for the kingdomes 
fecucitie, and benefit rather then his owne. But to cometo more punctual! prece- 
dents warranted by the {upreme Law of Salus Popali,the onely reafon of the former. 
(d_) Anne Dom,12 44. upon the confirmation of the Great Charser and of the Foreft 
by King Jobs, it was agreed,granted and ena&ed in that Parliamentary aflembly at 
Runzirg-mead:, that the 25.Barons then eletted for the confervaters of shefe Liberties and 
Charters, with the Commons of the Lazd, might diftraine and enforce the King (if be vio~

WHATSOEVER THEY THOUGHT GOOD CONCER. 
NING THESE CASTLES, WherinNONE SHOULD BE PL A- 
CED BUT SUCH AS WOULD BE FAITHFULL and OB. 
SERVE THEIR QATH. Andupon thisaccord, Recheftep Caftle and others, 
whofe cuitody, of antieat right belanged to the Archibithop of Camterbary, with 
other Gaftles ining to the Barons, were reftored to them by the King ; who brea- 
king all hisvowes & Charters immediatly after,(through the Barons and peoples 
fupine negligence,overmuch confiding to the Kings Oath and confirmations, and 
Sand conceite of holding that by peace which they had recovered by violence from 
a perfidious King,)in balfe a yeares fpace recovers all the Caftles againe even to the 
Borders of Scatland by meanes of foraine Forces, and a malignant,de{picable,dome- 
mefticke party, (hee having {carce feven Knights faithfullto him, being genenall y 
forfaken of all )and made himfelfe abfeluce Mafter of all England, except the Citie 
of Londen,the Suburbs whereof hee burned and facked, and fo tyrannifed over 
his Subje&s: with fire, and Sword, pillaging themevery where. * Vaftando omnes

About Midfommer the Barons drawing nearc to London, ‘fence a Letter 
to the Mayor and Aldermen requiring to know ofthem, Whether they mould obferve 
and maintaine the Statutes made at Oxford ; or not? or aide and affift fab per fans a8 ister 
ded the breach of the'fame? and {ent unto them a Capy of the faid A&s; with apro- 
vila, that if there were any of them, that foould fecmeto be bartfull.te the Realme or é ote 
moaweslo of the (ame, that they then by difcreet perfons of the land foould be altered and. aa 
mended: Which Copy the Mayor bareuntothe King then at the Tower of Lon 
des with the Queeneand other great perfons. Then the King intending to know 
theminde of the City, asked the Mayor, What be thought of thofe Adis? who abath- 
edwith chat queition, befoughe the King, That be might commune with bis Brethren the 
Aldermen, and then he weld declare unto him both bis and their opinions, But the King 
faid, He would heare his advice without moreCounfeil. Then the Mayor boldly 
faid, Tb2t before times, be with his Brethren and commonalty of the City, by his commandea 
went were fworne to mriutaine all Acts made tothe bono of God, to the faith of the King, 
and profit of the Reale; which Qatb by bis Licenfe and moft graciuus favour they intended, 
toobferve and keepe. And moreover, to avoid all occ2ftons that might grow uf grudze and vas 
riance betweene bis Grace and the Barons in, the City, they would avoyd all aliens and 
firangers out of it (asthey fooneafterdid ) if bis Grace were (a contented, Wish 
which Anfwer the King {cemed to bee Pei fo that the Mayor with his fa-

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KEEPING OF THE BARONS: the Provifions of Gxford be inviolably 

abfetved ; and all Strangers by a certaine tirte aveyded the kingdeme, except ficch as by a genes 

rall confent, (ould be held faitbfull and profitable for the fame: Whereupon the Barone 

tooke poffeflion of mott of the Caftles by agreement, of violence where they found 

refitance,as they did in many places.And by the CONSENT of THE KING- 

and BARONS, Sir Hugh Je Spenfer was made Chiefe Juftice and keeper of the 

Tewer. This done at London ; the Barons departed to Windfor to fee the guiding of 

that Caftle, where they put ouc thofealiens, whom Sir Edward the Kines Sonne 

had before put in, and put other Officers in their places; (poyling them of {uch 
goodsasthey had. Whocomplaining thereofto the King, he put them off for 

that feafon. After which they re-feifed Dover Cftie, and made Richard de Gray, a 

valiant and faith full man, Conftable of it ; who fearching all paflengers that came 

thicher, very &riGly, found great ttore of Treafure, which wasto be fecretly con» 

veyed to the Poi Fovines,which he feifed,and it was imployed by the Barons appoint- 

ment, upon the profitable ufes of the Realme. The yeare following,tche Commons 

of London chofe T boma: F itz-T homes for their Mayor, and without confent of the 

Aldermen, {ware him at the Guild-hall, without prefenting him the ncxt day to the 

King or Baronsof the Exchequer. For which the King was grievoufly difconten- 

ted , and being advertifed that the Citizenstooke part with the Barons, caufed his 

Sonne Edward to take the Caftleof Winfor by a traine; to which the King and Lords 

of his party repaired. And the other Lords and Knights with great Forces drew 

towards London; but by mediation of friends, there was a peace concluded, and

of Wales; where raifing Forces, they feifed on many Townes and Caftles- of the 


Kings, and Prince Edwsrd going againft them,was fore diftreffed and.alioft taken. 


Hereupon to end thefe diffévences,a new Parliament was appointed at Oxford, which 

Nett tooke no effet, Becaufe when the King bid yeelded the Statutes of Oxford foonld ftand, sbe 
weenewas utterly again it; whofe oppofition in this point being knowne to the 

Londoners, the bafer fort of people were fo enraged, that fhe being to fhoot the Bridge 

from the Tower, towards Winfor, they with darts, ftones, and villanous words, 

forced her to returne.

Stam 
this Act of oblivion and pardon, not the Armed purfuing of them, when they had jerd.f.2. 
‘gotten abovethe reach of Law. Thirdly, that thoughthis were an offenfive not de- 
fenfive watre, made without commonaflent of Parliament, and many murthers, rob» 
beries,and mifdemeanors connnitted in the profecution Of it upon the kings leige peoe 
ple who were no Delinquents; yet being for the common good to fuppreffe and ba- 
nith thefe il] Councellors, enemies, Traytors to King and Kingdome, the King and 
Parliament thonght it fuch a pydlicke fervice as mericed a pardon of thefe mifdemea-

_ injure; and were chis once beleeved, received for Law or Divinity in the world, that 
+ wereunlawtful torefilt,repullea theefe,murtherer,riotor,or diffeifor comming inthe - 
Kings name, long.enjoy his life, goods, liberty, lands; but fome or other would — 
deprive bim of them notwith ‘landing all re{traints of Lawes , of penalties, and main- 
taine faites againtt him with his owne eftate violently {eifed on; the right of 

lawfull defence, being every mans belt fecurity, to preferve his life eltate, in peace 
ain(t the violence of another, whence the wifdom of the Commonlaw,makes every 
sans hou(chis Caftlesin the neceflary detence wherof,and of his perfon, goods from: 
the violence, rape of others, it gives hime libertieto beate, repulf¢, yea kill injuri- 
ous aflailants: which right of defence if once denyed, would open a Wide gap to ail: 
wickednefle, injuftice, diforders whatfoever, and {pecdily bring in abfolute confu- 
Gon, fabverfion of all property, Law, Order.. As for Emperors, Kings, great 
Officers, and other ungodly inflruments, armed with Princes un jult- commiffions, - 
who deeme themf{elves above thereach of humane Lawes, cenfures, and accountable - 
fer their unjutt ations to none but God himfelfe, there is no cther knowne barre or” 
obftacle to hinder or reftraine their armed violence, Tyrannie, oppteffions, but onely - 
che feare of the oppreffed aflaulted fubjeats armed refiftance; which if once denycd : 
co be lawfall,al Royalties would {oone be transformed into profeffed Tyrannics, all : 
Kings & Magiltrates into Tyrants, all Liverty into flavery, prorerty. into communitie, . 
and every one Would thereby be expofed asa veluntary prey to the arbitrary cruelty. 
covetoutnefle, avarice,lalts, ofthe greatc(t men, Therefore doubtleffe this armed re - 
G(tance cannot but be lawfoull, neceflary, jutt, in paine of Law and Confcience, to ° 
efchew thef: generall mifchicfes.-. 
Sixtly, all willreadily grant itlawfull in cafe of Confcience, for fubjeéts torefifta - 
forraigne enemie which invades them with force of Armes, though animated by the 
King himfelfcto {uch invafion; and why fo,burt. b: caufe they are their enemics, who 
would wrongfully deprive chem of their native inheritance, Liberties,eltates, and ° 
yyorke them barme; upon which ground, weread inthe 2 Kings 3.21. T hat when the 
Moabites heardrhat the Kings e Ifracl. Judah and Edom came up to fight againft them: 
sith a gr eat Army they ga:hered ai thit were ableto put on arnms7nr, ani tpwardfo : 
ovithffand shim, -n4 frood in the border; and when ever the Widsanites, Phils !ines,Sy- 
vians, Babylonians, AL Zyptian., Cananites Ot other enemies came toaflaule the 7/raz- - 
Iétes,. they prefen'ly afi-mbled rogether in Armesto encounter and repulfe chem, as - 
the Hiltories of foo, Fudzes, Samuel, the Kings, Chronicles, and Neberéah adune - 
dantly evidence, almoft in every Chapter. If then Subjects may with 3 gaqod Con- 
{cience refilt forragin enemies on this ground alone; then likewife domeftick foesand . . - 
their Kings own Coca. when they become open enemies, to rob, kill, plunder,de- 
Rroy them as sahumanely, as injurioufly as the wort Forraigne foes, therebcing the 
felfc fameground for the lawfulneffeof refiflance of che one as the other, and if the 
ballance encline to one fide more than other, an inteftine enemie being mote unpatu- 
gall, pnjutt, purtfull,: dangerous, and ‘tran(greffing . mote Lawes of the hares

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(whica obliege not ftrangers ) than a Forraigner, and a Civill warre being far worfe, 
and more deltructive than a Forraigne; the refiftance of an homebred enemy, mult 
be the more juft and lawfull of the two, ¢ven in point of Confcience.

linely to their outragious lufts and butcheries, without any oppofition (trough fome 
private men and Martyres have {ometimes done it, upon particular rea(cns,as to avoid 
the {candall of Religion; to beare witnefle to the truch,for the confirmation and con-

Kings joyned with him: who difcomfiting the{e five Kings, pillaging S-do% and 
Gomorrah, and taking Let, and his goods along with themas a prey: hereupon Abra- 
bam bimfelfe, the Father of the faithful, in defence of his Nephew Zot, to refcue him 
and his fubitance from the enemie, taking with bim 3 18, trained men of his owne fa- 
mily, purfued Chedorlaomer,and the Kings with him, to Dax, affaulted them in the 
night, {mote and purfued them unto Hoda, regained all the goods and prifoners, with 
his Nephew Lot, and reltored both goods and perfons freely to the King of Sodom P 
thereby juftifying his and his peoples forcible defence, again(t their invading enemies, 
in the behalfe of his captivated plundred Nephew and Neighbors, 

Secondly, by the Example of the Hraclites, who werenot onely King Pharach his 
Subjects bur Bond men too, as is evident by Exod, ch. 1,t0 42.

way of punifhment for that peoples finne ) may lawfully be refifted, repulfed, even 
after fome yeares forced fubjection and {ubmiffion to him,by the people conquered,to 
regaine their former liberties, - | 

Seventhly, by the precedent of efbinelech King of Shechem, who teing ele@ted 
King by the voluntary affents of the people, God afterwards fending an evill fpirie 
of divifionbetween Abimelech and the men of Shechew;thereupon they revolted-from.

kings who invadcd and layd claime to their Country, as you may readeat largein the 
bookes of Maccabees, All thefe examples,(moft of them mannaged oY the moft pious, 
réligious perfons of thefe dayes, prefcribed and affifted by God: himfelfe, whofe 
‘Spirit {pecially encouraged, ftrengthned the hands and Spirits of the undertakers of 
them (as P Ofiander well obferves,) and therefore cannot be condemned as unjuft, 
without blafphemy and impiety:) in my opinion are a moft cleare demonftration of 

the lawfulneffle of a defenfive warre (in point of Divinity and Confcience) againit 
Kings and their Armies who wrongfully invade or aflault their Subjects, chough — 

‘themfelves be perfonally prefent in their armies, to countenance their unlaw- 
‘full warres; and likewife evidence, that a Royall citle gotten forcibly by conqueft 
onely, though continued fundry yeares, is not fo valid in point of confcience, but that 
it may be fately queftioned, yea rejeéted ; therebeing notrue lawfull Title of Sove- 
raiengty over any people, but that which originally depends upon their owne free 
election, andunconttrained fubjeCtion fimply confidered,or which is fubfequently fe- 
conded therewith aftera poffeffion got by turce or conqueft, 

Now rthar the kings perfonall prefencecannot jultifie the unjuft a@iones, or prote& 
the p2rfons of thofe that affilt himin any unlaw full aGion contrary to che Lawes of 

God, or the Reale, is a truth fo evident, that it needes no proofe, it being no part of 

the kings Royall prerogative or Office, but diametrally repugnant to it, either todoe 

injury himfelfe, or to authorize, or protect others in committing it, as I have elfe- 

where proved at large. Therefore it can adminifter no patronage nor defence at all to 

thofe who accompany his perfon in the unjuft invafions of his Subje@s, nor difable 
them to defend or repulfe their unjufe affaults and rapines. For fuppofe a King fhould 
fo farre degenerate and difhonout himfelfe, as perfonally to accompany a packe of 

theeves who fhould rob his fubje&s on the high way,break uptheir houfes inthe night, 

or practife Piraciconthe Sea, or commit Rapes or murthers on his people every 
where; I thinke no man fo voyd of Reafon,Law,Confcience,but would readily grane, 
that the Sudjects in all thefe cafes might lawfully defend chemfelves by force againft 
thefe Robbers, Theeves, Martherers, notwith{tanding the Kings prefence or aflocia- 
tion with them, whofe perfonall Prerogatives,and immunity from affaults or violence 
being incommunicabdle, underivable to any other, and peculiar to hinafelf alone, he can

Thirdly, the cafe of the Primitive Chriftians and 
ours now is far different; The Emperours, Magiftrates, and whole States under 
which they then lived we all Pagan Idolaters, cheir Religion quite contrary to 
the Laws and falfe Religions fetled in thofe States: There were many (e) Laws 
and Editis thenin force acainft Chriftian Religion, unrepealed : moft Profeffors of 
Religion were of che loweft ranke, (f) not many wife, Noble, mighty men, [carce 
any great Officer, Magiftrate, or Senator, was of that profeffion, but all fierce ene- 
mies againft ic: For Chriftians, being bute privatemen, and no apparant body ofa 
State, to make any publike forcible refiftance in defence of Religion againft Em- 
perours, Senators, Magiftrates, Lawes, and the whole Scate wherein they lived , had 
neither been prevalent nor expedient; a great hinderance and prejudice to Religi- 
on, and as fomehold, unlawful. But our prefent cafe is far otherwife; our King, 


_ Parliament, State, Magiftrates, People, are all Chriftians in externall profeffion, 


our Proteftint Religion eftablithed,Popery excluded, banifhed by fundry publike 
Lawes; the Houfes of Parliament, and others now refifting, are the whole body of 
the Realme in reprefentation, and have authority, even by Law, to defend 
theraf:Ives and Religion againft invading Popifh Forces: In which regards our 
prefent rehttance is, and may cleerly tee affirmed lawful, though the primitive 
Chriftians, in refpe& of the former circumftances, mighe not be foe Secondly, 
their refiftance, (efpecially of che Magiftrates not vulgar rabble) if made, had been 
onely, fingly for defence of their Religion then pra&ifed butin corners, pub- 
likely condemned, no where tolerated: Our prefent war is not onely for defence 
of our Religion eitablifhed by Law, andto keep out Popery, but for the preferya- 
tion of Laws, Liberties, the very effence of Parliaments, the fatety of the Realme, 
ani that by authority of Parliament, the reprefentative body of the Realme. The 
Parliamencs defen‘ive warre, therefore, upon thefe politicke grounds is juft and

of peaccand tranquility, to aboli(h and difannull thofe ihnovations, and co moderate 
, the rigour of publike Edi&s, for matter of Religion ; the faid Marqucfic of Berges 
, and Barcn of Montigny, at therequeft of the faid Lady Regent, the Councell of Eo 
ftate, andthe Generall Eftates of all che Countrits, went into Spain as Embaffadors:

‘5 Spain hadlong expected (asit appeared plainly the fame yeere 1566. by Lecers ine 
cercepted, which were written by che Embaffador Alanato the Ducheffe of Parma) 
5t° have meanes under fome pretext to overthrow all the priviledges of che Country, 
5 andro gover them tyranncufly by the Spaniards (as they didthe Indies and other 
Countries which had beennewly cor quered by them) heby the advice and councell: 
of the {aid Spaniards (Chewing thercin the {mall affection which he bare unto his 
‘5 Subiedts of thefe countries, contrary unto that whercunto he was bound, as their 
, Prince, protector and good She pheard) fent into thefe countries che Duke of Alva,’ 
very famous for hisrigour and cruelcy, and oneof the chiefe cremies of chefe coun- 
” ries, witha councellof the fame Humour anddifpcfition, And although that the 
-? (9 Duke of Alva entred with his Army into chis countrey , without avy let 
5 or oppofit:on, and was received of the pcore Inhabicants with all’ reverence and 
» Honour, exF eGting all milducfie and clemencie, according untothat which the King 
, had footten promiled by His Letters fainedly written ; yea, that He was r¢folved to 
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, come himéelfe in perfon into the Countrey, and to order allchings toevery mans 
content; the faid King having befides all this(at the very inftant of the Duke of Alva 
shis departure) caufed a fleet of fhips to be armed in Spasse , to bring him hither , 
, and another in Zeeland to goe and meet him (asthe bruite was) co the great charge 
“of che Conntrey, the better to abufe his poore fubje&s, and to drawthem more ea-. 
 fily ince his fnares : notwithftanding, the faid Duke of Alva prefently after his 
, arrivall (although he werea ftranger , and not any way of cheblogd Royall) gave 
sirout, that hee had a Commiffion from the King , of Governout Generall of 
the Countrey , the which was quite contrary Co the priviledges and antient 
, Cuftomes thereof : and difcovering his defignes plainly , he fuddenly put garrifons 


into the chiefe Townes and Forts of the Countrey , and chen he buile Cicadels in the 


, Ficheft and Arongeft Townes,to keep them in fubjection, And by commandement: 
, from the King (as they {aid ) he friendly called unto him, as well by letters,or others 
5 wife, the chiefe Noblemen of the Countrey, pretending , that he had need of their 
,councelland affiftance,for thefervice ofthe King , and the gocd ofthe Countrey 
swho (having given credit to his letters) werecome untohim,whom, contrary tothe: 
, priviledges, hee caufed to bee carried prifoners out of Brabant, where they had been 
apprehended , caufing their proceffe co; bee inforsned before him and his Councell 
(although they were nocompetent Iudges ;) and beforeany due proofes were made, 
,and the Noblemen that were accufed , fully heard in their defences , they were con= 
, demmed to have committed Rebellion, caufing chemtobe publikely and ignomi- 
, oully put to death, Others, who for that they were becter acquainted with the Spa- 
, hiards diffembling, were retired and kept out of che Countrey , were declared Rebels, 
y‘and guilty of high treafon,and to have forfeited bodies and goods : All which was 
F Meeeaie end the poor inhabitants fhould not aide themfelves in che juft defence of 
their liberty, againft theoppreffion of the 7 sap and their forces, by the help and 
saflitance of thefe Noblemen,&& Princes. Befides,an infinite number of Gentlemen &z. 
>tich bourgers, whereof fome he hath put to death, others hehath cha‘ed away & for- 
, feited their goods oppreffing the reft of the good inhabicants,as well by the infolence 
of che fouldiers,as by other outrages in their wives, children,and goods; asafo by di- 
, versexactions and taxes, forcing them to contribute for the building of new Gitadels 
,and fortifications oftowns, which he made to oppreflethem, & alfo to pay-the hun— 
,drech and the twintieth peny, forthe payment of fouldiers,wherof fome were broughe 
, by him, and others newly levied, to employ them againft theis Countreymen, and 
> themfelves, who with the hazard of their lives foughe to defend the liberties of their. 
» Countrey :tothe end that the fubje&s being thus impoverifhed, there fhiould be no- 
 meanesto fruftrate his defignes, for the better effecting of the in{truQions which had: 
>been given him in Spais:.which was, toufe the Countrey as newly conquered. To- 
y which end,in fomeplaces and chiefe Townes, he changed their forme of government, 
,and of juftice,and ereGed new Confuls after the Spanifh manner,direQly contrary. 
yto the priviledges ofthe Councrey. And in the end (chinking himéelfe free from all 
» feare) he fought to bring in by forcea certaine impofition of the tenth peny, upon all 
,marchandife. and handi-works, to the abfolute ruine of the Commons, whofe 
good and profperity confifts chiefly in trafhque and handieworks ; notwith- 
> ftanding many admonitions and per{wafions made to thecontrary,as well by every: 
» one. of the. Proyinces in particular, as by. all in general, The which he hadeffedted 
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»by force, if ithad not beene that foon after by the meansofthe Prince of Orange,. 
,( and a good number of Gentlemen, and others borne in thefe Countries ) banifh< 
, ed bY the Duke of Alva , following the party of the faid Prince and‘ being for the: 
> moft part inhis fervice, and other inhabitants affeéted to the libertie of their Coun- 
strey, the Provinces of Holland and Zeeland had not reyolred, and put thernfelves 
sunder the Princes protection. Againft which two Provinces the Duke hath fince- 
z during his Government, and after him the Breat Commander of G@aftile ( fent in his. 

y the King, not to moderateany thing ofhis Predeceffors Tyrannie, but co 
> purfue it more covertly and cunningly than hehad done } forced thofe faid Provine 
ces, who by theic Garrifons and Citadels, were made fubje&t tothe Spanifh Yoke, 
to imploy their perfons and meanes to helpe to fubduethem : yet no wayes eafing: 
athe faid Provinces , but intreating them like enemies, fuffering the Spanyards un- 
ader the colour of a:mutinie, in view of the faid Commander, coenter by force in~ 


tothe Town of Antuerpe, and there to continute fix weeks, living at difcretion at the: 


»poore Bourgers charge; forcing them moreover (to be freed from their infolen- 
cies) to furnihh foure hundred thoufand florins, te pay the faid Spanyards: which. 
, done, the faid Souldiers (growing more bold through che fufferance of their Com- 
> manders ) prefumed totake Armesagainft the Countrey, feeking firft to furprize: 
»Bruffels, andin the place of the ancient and ordinary {cate of Princes, to make 
y ita neft and den oftheeves. The which not fucceeding according to their defigne,. 
they tooke Aloft by force, andfoone after forced the Towne of Maefiricht. And 


 yfince being violently entred into Antuerpe , they {poyled it, facked it, and wafted 


> it with fireand fword, in fuch fort, as che moft barbarous and cruell enemies could: 
» hot have donemore, to the unfpeakableloffe, not onely of che poore inhabitants, 
» butin a manner of all che Nations ofthe world, whohad their Merchandife,debts, 
»and money there, And althoughthe faid Spanyards by a Decree of the Councell 
> of Eftate ve whom the King by the death ofche great Commander, had conferred 
athe general! Government of the Gountrey ) were in the prefence of /eronine de

Written unto Réoda, and to the other Captains, authors of all the mifchiefe, Thar 
, the King did nor blamethat action, bucdid allow thereof, and commendit, pro- 


© mifing to recompence them, efpecially the faid Rhoda, as having dene him a fingu- 


, lar fervice: The which, at bis return into Spaine, andto allother minifters of the 
, oppreffions that were ufed in thefe Countries, he did fhew by effe&. At the fame 
, me, the King thinking the better to blinde the eyes of his fubjetts, fent into thef 
, Countries for Governour Generall, Dow John of Auftria, his bafe brother, as 
{being of his blood: . who (making fhew unto the Eftates, that he did allow of che 
»Pacification of Gant, promifed to fend away theSpanyards, to punifh the auchors 
, ofall infolencies and diforders which had hapned inctheCountrey, andctocake an 


_, order for che generall peace, and the reftoring of their ancient liberties ) fought to 


, dividethe Eftates, and to fubdue one Countrey after another. By the permiffion 


and providence of God, who is an enemy to all oppreflion, he was difcovered by 
, the intercepting of certain letters, where he was commanded by the King to govern

, by Rhoda : aad tocoverthis practice, the King had forbidden Den Jobn to fpeake

,meanes, he might reduce Holland and Zeeland, and afterwards work his willof che

already athis devotion) and great promifes, to winne the Germane fouldiers who 


' were thenin Garrifon, and had the guard of the chiefe Townes and Forts of the 


»Countrey, whereof by that meanes he made himfelfe mafter, holding himfelfe affu- 
, red of thofe places they held, and fo by that meanes to force them that would noc 
_yJoyne withhim , to make warre again({t the Prince of Orange, and them of Hol. 
, land and Zeeland , and foto raifea moraboody and inteftine warre, than had been 
, before. But as allchingsthac arecreated cunningly and with diffimulation, can. 
, not be long kept fecret, Don Johns practifes being difcovered, before hee could effea 
gy what ue had defigned, heecould not bring his conceptions and-entetprifes to the 
yendthat he pretended s Yethereviveda new warre, the which continues unto this 
_, day, in ftead of reft and an aflured peace, whereof hee did fo much vaunc at his 
coming. Which reafons have given us great occafion to forfake the King of Spain, 
sand to ttckefome other mighty and mercifull Prince , to helpe te defend thefe Coun- 
.ytties, and totake themintohis protection : and the rather for that thefe Coun. 
. tries have endured fuch oppreffions, received-fuch wrongs, and have been fer{a- 
y ken and abandoned by cheir Prince for the fpace of twenty years and more; du- 


-y during the which the Inhabicants have beene intreated not as {ubjects, butas ene 


» mies, their naturall I g:nceand Lord feeking toruine them by armes. Moreover, 
.y afer the death af Dow John, having fentthe Baron ofSelles, who (under colour 
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', propounding fome meanes of an accord) declared fufficiently, :That the king 

“y would not avow the Pacification made a Gant ( which Don Tobe notwith- 
> Randing had {worne to maintainc ) fetting downe more hard conditions, Yet 
2 forthat. we would difcharge our felves of our duties, wee have not omitted ta 

? make humble fuice by writing, imploying moreover the favour ofthe greatcft 
? Princes of Chriftendome, fecking by all meanes without intermiffion, to re- 
? concile our felves unto theKing; having alfo of late kept our deputies long at 
‘es Cologne, hoping there ( by the interceflion of his imperiall Majeitie , and {ome

? as defpairing of all meanes of reconciliation, and dettituceof all other fuecours and

5 and the lives and honours of us, our wives, children, and pofterity, to the end

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“diligently take heed, in what manner he reverfeth ; fo even thefe, that they might L.27.D.sodem, 


€ obferve the King (who, as to his tutelary providence, is onely reputed in the place 
© of a Lord) that he doe nothing to the detriment of the people. Therefore as the 
“fa& of him who asthe Gardian, is imputed to the Co-gardians, unleffe where 
© chey oughe and are able, they fufpe& and likewife take care to remove him; to wit, 
© when he communicates not the admini(tration with them, if hedoe not faith ful- 
€ly manage the tutelage or care, if he admits fraud, if he doth any thing fordidly 
© or pernicioufly to the Pupill, if heintercept any of the Pupils goods, if he be- 
© comeanenemy tothe Pupill; finally, if he be over rude, floathfull, unskilfull, 
©&c. So even the Nobles fhall be held guilcy of the Princes deed, unleffe they re- 
“move, or prevent histyranny, or fupply his floathfulneffe, with their vigilance 
‘and diligence. Finally, as oft as the Gardian doth not doein the name of the Pu- 
© pill, chat which any fic Mafter of a family would doe, he may not, feeme to he de- 
© fended, bucthathe may be che better defended, his Co-gardians are bound to 
© forefee: So much more juftly,if the Princedoth not a& the houfholder but the 
©Enemy , the Nobles may and ought to a& againft him, fince they are bound by 
© his deed, no leffe then by their owne. Moreover the Nobles may confider, that 
© che King in governing the Republike, holds thefirft part, - but they the fecond, 
© third, and every onein his place. Thereforeif he doth his part il], they may not 
© follow him: if he deftroy the Republike, they may not connive; for itis com- 
€ mitted to them, as well astohim; and in fuch fort truly, that not onely they 
© themfelves ought rightly to execute their office by themfelves, but to containe the 
€ Prince within the bounds of hie office. Finally, as the King promifeth , that he 
¢ will take care of the benefit of the Commonweale, fo.alfo doethey. Therefore 
©if he breakes his oath, they may not thinke, that they are abfolved from theirs,

€ yea, they fhould thinke themfelves fo much themore obliged to performe their 
€ oathes, by howmuch the more he hall violate his. Thereforeif they collud~, they 
€ are reputed in the number of prevaricators ; if they connive, of defertors ; and 
© TRAITORS, if they vindicate not the Republike from the tyranny of tyrants: 
Cas finally they become Patrons, Defenders; little Kings, if they by all meanes pro- 
© te& and defend the Republike, which they haveundertaken to protec. Thefe 
© chings, though they are fufficiently firme of themfelves, yet they may be demon~ 
¢ {trated by examples. The Canaanitifh Kings, who oppreficd the people of I/rzet 
©with hard fervitude, as well corporall as {pirituall, ( interdi&ting them bots 
€commerce and armes) were true tyrants, I fay in practice, yct not withouta title; 
¢ for Eglonand Fubin reigned quietly almoft twenty years:Now God extraordinari- 
¢ly ttirred up Ebud,who few Eg!orcraftily;and Debora, who routed the army of Ja- 
¢bin, and bythat meanes freed the people from tyranny : This was not verily, be- 
© cauic icwas leffe lawfull to the ordinary Magiitrates and Princes of the Tribes,and 
Cthe reitto doe it,bue Debora rather obje&teth their floathfulneffe and carelefneffe 
Sco them, and curfeth fome of them for this caufe. But cruly God, pittying his 
© people, extraordinarily fupplyed the negligence of ordinary officers. Rebslbosim

“other Kingdomes : he inftanceth in Tarquin the proud, expelled by Bratw: and 

‘ Lucretius ; who confifcated his goods, and would have publikely fentenced him- 

* felfe, had they apprehended his perfon, becaufe he confulted not with the Senate 
‘as former Kings ulually did, becaufe he made warre, peace, and truces.at his plea~ 
*fure without the Senates and peoples advice, violated the Lawes which he fhould: 
 obferve, and neglected the covenant eltablifhed betweene the King and people: in 
€ Nerothe Emperour, publikely fentenced by the Senate, Vitel/ins, Maximinus ; and 

© chefpeech of Trajan (torecited ) :Likewile the * French, by authority ofa publike 
©Councell through the care of the Kingdomes officers, expelled Childericke the firft, 
© Sigibert, Theodovicke, Childericke tbe third, from the Crowne,tor their tyranny,and 
* fetup others of another ftocke in their places. Yea, for floathtulneffe , negli- 
© gence, madnefle, as alfo for injuries to Forrainers, and yeelding to the impoten- 
‘cieor luft of flatterers, or women, they have depofed fome, and as it were taken 
away the reines from Pbzeton, Ieft all men (hould be burne with the fame fire ; as 
© Theodoricke for Ebroines fake, Dgobert of Pk&rude, and Theobald his Mignions; 
“with others ; repnting it to be all one, whether a woman or an effeminate Prince 
“reigned ; or whether a tyrant, or petite tyrants under a floathfull Prince dos 
€mincered : or finally, whether he himfclfe were a Devill, or poffeffed by the Devill 
‘himfelfe. Thus not long fince they compelled Lewesthe eleventh, a mott imperi« 
“ous Prince to recebve 36. Governours, by whole counfell he was bound to governe © 
‘the Republike. Yea, what other right had either che Carhngi, adopted into the 
‘ Kingdomein place of the Aderningi ; or the Capets who at this day hold it, preter 
“red before the €arlingi by the Decree ofa publike Councell; but from the pecple,re- 
* prefented as it were in an Epitome,by the Counccll of the R eatme, which they call 
San Affembly of the three Eitates,who might lawfully of right both depofe thofe, 
and by their owne authority eltablifh thele inthe Throne? In the fame manner we 
“read Adolphus deprived of the Germ a Empire, Av.1296.becaufe corrupted with mo- 
‘ny, he had made war with France, in favour of the Exglifb:and Wenceflaus, Ar.\ 400. 
although thefe may be called, not fo well evill, as !<ffe good Princes. Thusinthe 
‘Realme of Exgland, Edward the fecond, for his tyranny-to his Subjects, efpecially 
‘the Nobles, whom he de‘troyed without hearing their caufe was at his Quecnes 
‘requeft, adjudged unworthy of his Crowne by the Parliament, Not long fince, 
© Coriftierne in Denmarke, Evicus in Srreden, Queene Mary very lately in Scotland,were- 
‘deprived : which Hiltories worthy credit tettitie, hath beene frequently done in the- 
*Kingdome of Poland, Hungary, Sptine, Portugall, Bubemiay.and the re‘t. But what 

: concerning the Pove himfelte? The Cardinals, they fay, becaufe they have cho-. 
‘fen him, or if they doenot their duty, the Patriarks, who are Primates next after 

© the Cardinals, may againtt his wiil, for certaine eauces call a Councell, and in ie 
 judzethe Pope, ifhe fhallicandalize che Church by his notorious offences; if he 

© be incorrigible, if reformation be neceffary as well in che head as members : ifcon- 

‘trary to his Oath he will notaflemble a Councell, and thelike; and de fadlo, we 
* read chat many Popes have beene depofed by authority of a Councell, But if Cfaith 
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* Baldus) they be pertinacioufly abufed; at firft they muf ule words, fecondly, 
" herbes, that is, medicines; laltly , ftones; and where the truth of vertue fufficeth 
"not, there the defence of weapons ought to prevaile. But and if by the fuffrages 
* almoft of all learned men, the Decrees of Councels, and the Acts themfelves done, 
‘it be proved, that a Councell, as they {pcak,may lawfully depofe the Pope, whe 
* yet boatts himfelfeto be the King of Kings, and claimes as much tobe alee the 
*Emperour, as the Sunne is above the Moone; yea, alfo arrogates to himéelfe

‘oneof the Nobles which contiders the incroaching tyranny , and detelts ic from 
‘his foule, what thinkelt thou is now to be done againit him by this man?Shall he 
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© onely admonith his Colleagues of their duty, who’ themfelves doe as much hurt - 


as they may?But,belides, as it is perillous to admonifhyand in that {tate of things ie 
*may be deemed a capital crime, {hall he do like thofe,who contemining other helps, 
*calting away their armies, fhall cite Lawes,and make an Oration concerning juftice 


among theeves, in the midit of awood?but thistruly, is that wch is c6Omoly faid,to 
“be madde with reafon : Whatthen? fhall he grow deafe at the peoples groanes? 
Sfhall he be filent at the entrance of theeves? or {hall he finally grow lalie, and put his 
_ Shands into his bofome? Butif the Lawes appoint the punifhment of a Traytor 
Sagain{ one wearing buskins on his legs, who counterfeits ficknefle for fear of the e- 


*nemies,what punifhment at leaft fhall we decree againft him, who either through 
malice, or floathfulneffe, fhall betray thofe whom he hath undertaken to protect? 
© But rather he (hall command thofe things that are needfull to fuch as are wary by

© ny be guilty of the fame finne, are the reft treed by the fraud of one? Whether, 
: if many Co-gardians ill defend their Pupil], ftall one good man be leffe bound 


'® with the burthen of the wardthip through their default? Buc rather, neither can 
© they avoyd the infamy of perjury,unleife they endeavour to fatisfe their cruft as- 
© much as in them lieth; neither can thcfz exempt themfelyes from the danger and: 


© judgement of aGardianhhip ill adminiftred, unlefle they implead the other Gar- 
judg | MinIp J 
€ dians fufpe&ted ; whenasverily. one Gardian may not only implead the reft {ulpe- 
© &ed, and take care of thofe to be removed, but alfo remove them. Therefore thofe 
¢ who have promifed their aide and affiltance co all the Realme or Empire; {ach as 
¢Farles of the ttable, Marfhals, Scnators, and the reft; or thofe who have done it 
¢ {pecially to any County or City which may makea part of the Realme;: as Dukes, 
© Marqueffes, Earles, Majors, and the reft, are bound to aide the whole Common- 
© weale opprefled with tyranny, or that part thereof, which the people have com- 
“mitted to them next after the King. And thefetruly oughtto vindicate the whole 
© Commonweale from tyranny, if they be able, thofe as Gardiansafligned through- 
© out Counties, that part of the Realme whofe defence they have undertaken ; Thefe 
© I fay, are bound to reftaine a tyrant, thofe to drivehim out of their coafts. There- 
* fore Afattatbia as one of the Nobles, the reft partly conniving, partly colludi 
¢ when Antiochus tyrannically opprefied the Kingdoms of Fudab,fpeakes thus to 
© people ready to take up armes : Let us reftore the ftate of our people;let us fight for 
© our people, and our-holy places: whence it plainely appeares, that we may not 
“ onely lawfully fight for Religion, but for our.Countrey, for an hearth I fay, 
‘no leftjuftly then for our Altars, and:take up armes againft fuch a tyrant as he 
“was: neither are they blamed by any, for recovering the Kingdome, but that they 
€claimed the royall dignity to themfelves, which pertained tothe Tribeof Judat’. 
“Many pertinent examples to this purpofe.occurrein Hiltorians.arbafim governor 
Sof Media, flew Sardanapal:w {pinning among women, and {pending the royall 
© creature among whores. Uindex Preiidentof the French, and Galba of the Sipa- 
‘ ziards revolted from Nero,together with all France and Spain, the Senate conniving 
Sachis.cyranny, Butefpecially chat Laconick judgement is obfervable, which verily 
¢ proceeding from that Senate, ought to pafle into a thing adjudged among all Na- 


— Stions, When the Lacedemonians poffelled Byzantium, they made Clearches Cap- 


“taine of the Army, Governour of theCity, who taking corne from the Citizens, 
“diftributed it-to the forraine fouldicrs, but inthe meane time the families of the 
“Citizens perifhed with famine. Ancxilzus therefore,one-of the Magiftrates of the 
City,moved with thattyranny, agreed with Alcibiades about.the.ycelding gfe 
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‘his Countreyto bim, and hefoone after is received into the City. Ancxilaus being 


“aceufed at Sparta for yeelding up of Byzantium, pleaded his caufe himfelfe, the 
©'Spartanes abfolved the man, becaufethey faid, warres were to be waged with enc- 

‘mies, not with the nature of things; now nothing is more repugnant to nature, . 
* chen, if thofe who are bound to defend a City, became more unjuft then the ene- 

© mies. Thus the Lacedemonians determined juitly, co whom fcarce any good Kings: 
“¢ will not affent; verily thofe who defireto rule well, carenot at all what is deter-- 


© tnined concerning tyrants, or whatthe Nobles or people themfelves may doe 


‘Law: But we mutt yet proceed further.Every one of the Mariners is bound; if the 


« Ship be endangered through the default or negligence of the Ship- mafter, to put to 
“6 his bet ing hand : every one of the Nobles is bound, if the Republike perifh * the 
c orickednelt or carelefneffe of the Prince and his Colleagues, to helpe it, bei 
hike to fall, and to vindicate the whole Kingdome, or at leaft that part thereat 
“Swhich is committed co him, from tyranny.

Therefore they are not bound to defend the Re- 
t publike, who cannot defend thiemfelves. THe fword is not committed to every man 
€ neither. by God, nor by the people; therefore if they draw the (word without 

© command, they are feditious, although the caufe may feeme to be juft. Fina!ly, 
'€ private men doe not make the Prince, but all. Therefore they ought to expec the 
“command ofall, or of thofe, I fay,who reprefent all in a Realme, Countrey or 


‘€@ity,which may make a part of the Realme, orat leaft of one of them, before: 


“they attempt any thing againft the Prince: For as a Pupill cannot pring an action 
¢‘withont authority of his Tutor, althougt the Pupill be truly a Lord, and the 
‘Tutor onely is reputed for the Lord, as farre forth as appertaines to his tutelary 
© providence : So neither may the people doe ought, but by the authority of thofe, 
on whom they have transferred their authority and power; whether they be or-

fay, they have guiraed with the fi: ord for this purpofe, to whom they lave de- 
<Jivered themfelves up to be governed and cared for; who finally like. that Pretor 


Sof Rome, who judged betweene fervants-and malters, are truly conftitutcdin that. 
place, that if any contention arife betweene King and Subjects, they may thew 
éxhemfelves Judges and Redreffors, left the Subjc&s chemfelves frould pronounce 


€fentenceintheir ownecaufe. Therefore if unjuftcuftomes or grievous taxes be 


€{mpofed, if things be done againft pacts or fraudulently, and yet ‘not one of the: 


© Nobles fpeakes againft or-reiifis it, lecthem thinke they muft then fit ftill, and 
“chinke, that the beft Phyfitiana to prevent or take away adifeafe, doe oft-times

“tion.. For fuch isthe nature of titings, that {carce any mifchiefe can-be cured

© but bended knees. Finally, they mmft fuffer evill Princes, with for better, and 
“chinke, they muft beare that tyranny with a patient minde as they doe haile, 
“ ftormes, tempeits, and other natural! calamities, or change their habitations. Da- 
“© vid retired into the Mountaines, and {pared Sax/ a tyrant, becaufe he was none of 


* the Nobles of the people : Chrift, becau(e he was not of this world fled into Ezyps, 
“to avoyd Herods tyranny. Paul, becaufe he. defcribes the office of private Chriiti- 
“ans, not of Magpiltrates, teacheth that they mu obey Nero hinafelfe. Butif all the

€ alfo out of the lowelt of the people? Cannot the fame who enthralled the people 
Sto Fabinand Eglon, deliver thefame people by Ehud, Barac, Deborah, and as it 
were manumitthem when they were deferted by the Nobles? What therefore 
* fhould now hinder, thou wilt fay, but chat the fame God who hath fent Tyrants 
€ onus at this time, fhould likewife extraordinarily fend revengers of tyrants? 
‘Why, if Abzb rageth againit good men, if Fezabel fuborne falle witnefles againtt 
€Naboth, fhall not there be alfo a Iebz, which may extirpate the family of Abad,

But be- 
caufeas themanners of the times are now, there is nothing more deare or rare a- 
© mong men, then charity it felfe, we thinke meete briefely to difcuffeit. The Ty- 
¢ rants as well of foules as bodies; as welluf the Church as Common-wealth or 
“Realme, may bereftrained, expelled, and punifhed by the people. Both thefe we 
have already proved by reafons. But, becaufe {uch is the fraud of Tyrants, or fuch 
© the fimplicity of fubjeé&s for the moft part; chat they arefcarce known before that 

© they have {poyled; orthefe fcarcethinke of their fafety, till they have almoft 
€ rithed, and are reduced into thofe ftraits, out of which they cannot get out with

© Religion by the Nobles approbation? So likewife Theodoftus, by the perfwafion 
* of Bithop Atticus undertook a warre againk Chofrucs King of Perfia, that he might 5%! 7.18 
* releeve theChriftians perfecuted for Religion fake,alchough they were truly privat 
“men, which furely chofe moftjuft Princes, whoenatted fo many Lawes, and who 
* had fo great a care of Law,had never done,if they had imagined, that by this cheir 
© A& others territories and the Lawes of Nations had beene violated. Yea,to what 
“end were fomany expeditions of Chriftian Princes into Syrizagainft the Saracens, 
“to whatend were thofe Saladinian Difmes fo oft impofed ; to whatend fo many 
© fociall warres againft the Turkes, fo many Croffadoesindi&ted againft them, if ie 
© be not lawfull for any Chriftian Princes, even the moft remote, to free the Church 
© from Tyranny,andChriftian captives from the yoke of bondage? Now with 
“whacarguments were they impelled to the warre,with what reafons were they ure 
© ged?uulefle thefe, that che Church was one? that Chrift called all whatfoever from 
“all quarters to this fervice? that common dangers were to be repulfed with com- 
mon armes? all which likewife doe plainely fuite with this our caufe. Now and 
©if this were lawtull for chem againft Adabomet , yea, not onely lawfull, but like- 
© wife as areward was appointed to the indultrious, fo a punifhmentboth to the 
€ floathfull, and delayers; why not alfo againit cheenemy of Chrift? If I fay, a- 
€ gainit che Gracians befeging our Troy; why not alfo againtt Sixon the incendiary? 
©Finally, if itbe a pious a& to free Chiriftians from bodily fervitude, ( for the 
* Turkes corhpell no man to it) is it not much more fo, to manumit the foules of 
© miicrablemen, and to reltore them to liberty ? And verily thefefo many examples 
© of pious Princes may be infteed of aLaw. But now heare what God himfelfe by 
“the mouth of his Prophets doth every where threaten againft thofe, who promote 
© nor the inftauration of the Church, or negle& its affliction. The Gadites, Reu- 
“ benites, and hal fe Tribe of Manafles,defire of Afofes that their portion might be Numb. 32. 
€ given co them and theic families on this fide Fordan:and Afofes truly gave it them, ee 4.7 12, 
but wich this Law and condition; that they fhould not onely he!pe their brethren, ~°"* 3: *% 
€ che other I/*zelites,in conquering the Land of Canaan, but, becaufe they had firit 
€ obtained their portion, that they fhould goe before them, and be placed in the 
© torefront of them : Which if they fhould not doe, heaccurfeth them, fmites them 
“wich anathema, and compares them to thofe who had beene judged Rebels at 
© Cadesbernea: For what? faith he, fhall your brethren goe to warre, and you ia 
© che meane time fit ftill here? Butrather you fhall pafle over Fordan, nci:her thrall 
¢ you returne againe hitherto your houfes before that God hath expelled his enc- 
© mies from before his face, and given reft to your brethren, as he hath giver unto 


¢ you: Then verily you hall be innocent before the Lord of Ijrael; verily thofe on 
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‘ whofm the great and good God hathbeftowed fo greata benefit, unleffe they aflifted 
‘theft Brethren, unleffe they were‘com panions of their labours, unlefle they went 


* before them, fhould without doubt receive moft grievous punifhments. 


© Likewife, when under the condu& of Deborab,thofe of Nephthali and Zebulon had 


~ Staken up armes againft the Tyrant Fabim, and in the meane time the Tribe of Rew- 


© ben, which ought to be firft in Armes, delighted themfelves with the Pipes anrong 
© the Paftures of the flockes, Dan boafted of the Empire of the Sea, Ajler finally eru- 
€ fted in the afperity of Mountaines, allof them areqoft exprefly condemned by the 
€ Spiritof God, {peaking by the Prophetefle, Curl&ye Azeroz, faith the Angel of 
© che Lord, curfeye bitterly the Inhabicants thereof, becaufe they came not to the 
€helpe af the Lord againft the mighty. But bleffed above women fhall Fuel the Wife 
© of Heber the Kenite be, who (although fhe might have pleaded a truce with the hea- 
chens) yet notwithftanding thee flew Sifera, the Captaine of the enemies Hoaf. 
¢ Therefore pioully fpake Uriah, The Arke, and Ifracl,and Fudab abide in tents,and 
© oft times paffe the night without fleepe in the open fields; fhal] T then feait with my 
¢ Wife, eate,drinke, and follow my pleafures? As the Lord liveth, I will never doe 
©chis. Contrarily the Princes of Ifraeldidimpioufly, who trufting in the difficult 

¢ of the mountaines of Samaria, and in the munition of Sion,flowed with luxury, 
© fealted,dranke, flept on beds of Ivory,anoynted their heads; but in the meahetime 
© wonderfully defpifed contrite,cruciated, affli&ed Fofeph,neither were any way mo- 
© ved with his affiftion. Therefore faith the Lord of Hoafts, I abhorre the excel- 
“lency of Facob, and hate his palaces , T have fworne by my foulethat I will deliver 


- Supthe City; and all thatis therein, yea, thefe who fo greatly rioted thall foone 


© soe with the firft into captivity. Impioutly alfo did the Epbramites, who did not 
© onely not gratulateGideonand Fephths, attaining the victory and triumphing, but 
‘likewifeenvyedthem, though yet they deferted them when they were in danger. 
© Likewife the Ifraelites, who when David reigned, cryed out; faying: Behold we 
¢ are thy flefh and thy bones ; when he was reduced into ftraites, faid: We have no 
©partin David, norin the Sonne of Feffe. Impioufly doe all thofe Chriftians one- 
‘lyin name, who will communicate in the facred feafts ofthe Church, and yet will 
€ not fo much as tafte the cup of bitternefle with their Brethren, who feeke falva- 
€ tion in the Church, and yet take no care for the falvation and fafety of che Church 
and ofits Members. Finally, they acknowledge oneFather,God; one Family, 
® the Church ; profeffe themfelves to beone body in Chrift; yet neithér yeeld any 
€ aide to Chrift afflited in his Members, or beltow their wealth on him being poore. 


© What thinke we thall be the future punifhment of their impiety 2? AZofer compares 


© the deferters of their Brethren, to the Rebels at Kadesbarnea: now none of thofe 


_ © by Gods ownedecree, entred intoC.zaan: Therefore they can feeke no place for 
. ©chemfelves in the ccleftiall Canaan, who affiltnot Chrift moft miferably crucified, 


and dying a thoufand timesevery day, and imploresas it were their helpe from 
€dooreto doore. Chriit himfelfe condemnes thofe to eternall fire, who harboured

© cloatked him not when he wasnaked, who relieved him noe when he was poore, 
© who freed him not when hewas captive. Therefore they ought to know > thar 
€eternall fireis prepared forthem, who paffe-him by witha deafe eare daily, fuffe- 
¢ ring fuch things, although in the meanc time they may {eeme to worke great mi- 
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© For what doe the Jewes, the Scribes and Pharifees properly crucitie Chritt ?' Doe. - 
¢ che Ethnickes,. Turkes, finally fome Chriftians, perfecute, crucifie, vex Chrift iii: 
© his Members? The Jewes profeffe and beleeve himan Impotter; the Ethnickes a. 


€ malefa&tor; the Turkesan Infidell, others an Herctique, Therefore if they con- 
© Gder the minde of them all; from whom we commonly meafure the crime, they all 


¢ feeme to perfecute noxious, impious men deferying punifhment,.not properly to 


‘flay Chrift ; But they onely doe trucly perfecute,. truely flay him, who willingly 


¢ fuffer him whem they profefle their Metfiah,: Redeemer, God, to be tortured and. 


¢ crucified in his Members,. when they might hinderit. Infummes he who deli- 
< vers him not from death, when he may, is equally guilty with htm that flayes 
shim: For becaufehe would not helpe him, he willed he fhould be flaine; Now in 
¢ acrime the wilt it felfeought tobe regarded. Butcertainly, the marther,efpeciat 
¢ ly of Chriftian Princes, who helpe not thofe who are perfecuted for Religior, is 
¢{o much the more grievous, by how much the more they flay, whomtheyn ighe. 
€ fet free, and by how much it is more wicked to flay a brother, than any other per-

Cyenant; when as, I fay, wedoe not here-difcourfe of the Church, which is but 


€ one of all men ; which being one and univerfal], is committed to every one; But: 


cofthe Republicke, which may be different from that ofothers; . and being diffe- 
€rent, is committed feverally to others? A Neighbour, faich Chrilt, is noc a Jew 
‘roa Jew onely, buttoa Samaritan, and toany man. Now we ought to love our 


¢ Neighbours as our felves. Therefore a Jew, if he would difcharge his duty, is bound - 


€ to deliver from atheefe,if he be able, nota Jew onely, but likewife every ftranger, . 


‘ yea likewifeoneunknowne. Neither-willany one difpute, whether it be jutt to 
€ defend himfelfe, feeing verily it 1s more jut to defend another than himéelfein this 


Crefpect, wherein things are more jut, which meere charity doth, than thofe which - 


¢ either anger,or revenge, or other perturbation of the minde doe: and no man 
¢ holds a meane in revenging his owne iny:rtes ; but in other mens,although more 


¢ prievous, even the mottimmoderate may hoidameane. But we may learnefrom |

“ with a pretexc of Juftice; Whereas if thou confulteft with thy felfe, not juttice 
© moves thee to defert thy duty, but rather fome other caufe. For, as he (aich in 


another place, either thou wilt not undertake enmities, or labour, or coft; or elf 


€ chou art fo hindered with negligence, foathfulneffe, idlencffe,or with thy ttudies, 
€or certaine imployments, that thou fuffereft thofe to be deferted, whom thou 
‘oughteltto protect. But while chou fayeit, thou doft thine owne bufineffe, left 
© chou mighteit {eeme co doe wrong to any, thou runneltinto another kinde of in- 
“juftiee. For thou deferteft the fociety of life,becaufe thou beftowelt on it nothing 
©‘ ofthy ftudy, nothing of thy paines, nothing of thy goods. Thefethings Eth- 
© nickes, Philofophers, and Politicians hold, truely more pioufly than many Chri- 
€ftiansinthisage, Hencea neighbour is bound by the Lawes of the Romans, to 
© takeaway a fervant froma cruell Mafter. But among the £gyptians, he who had 
¢ cafuallv found a mar to bebeaten by Theeves, or to fuffer any injury,and had not 
© reicucd him, if he could, was guilty of death: if not, hee was bound to accufe 


-*cthe Theeves before the Magiltrate: Which if he had negle&ted, he was beaten with

© a certaine number of {tripes, and puni(hed with a three dayes faft. Now if this 
© verily be Jawfull in one neighbour towards another, yea, lyeth upon him out of 
© duty to affit every one he mects againita Thecfe; {hall it not bemuchmore Jawfull 
“toa good Prince, notonely to ayde and patronize fervants againft a raging Ma- 
€fter, or children aga‘nft a furious Father, buta Kingdome againt a Tyrant, a 
© Republike againtt the private lult of one man ; a prop’s: a Lord, I fay, againta 
€ publike fervantand agent? Yea, verily, if he thall neglect it, fhall not he merit 


“the nameand punifhments ofa Tyrant, asthe other of a theefe? Hence Tbxcy-

If Fefie Chrift will render tribulation to there which doc bit trouble bis peo- 
ple;yea, and fball be very flortly revealed from Heaven, with his mighty Angels, in flae 
ming firertaking vengeanse.on all them that( only) know not Gad, and tharubey nat ihe 
Gofpel of pia Chrift, who fball be punifbed with everlafting deftrattion from tbe pre- 
fence of the Lord, and from the glory of his power, 2 Thef.t.6,to10. O where fhall all 
thofe ungodly finners, Rebelsy and Traytors appeare, who now every where murther, 
lunder, perfecute, extirpare Gods deareft Saints; and not onely refufe to owne, 
tc even defert, betray the caufe of God and their Countrey? who refufe 
not onely cordially to maintaine the very truth of God, the Gofpel of Chrift, 
which themfelves in fhew not onely pretend to know, but proteffe; but alfojoyn 
with Papifts, and Malignants openly to fight againtt, and totally to fuppreffe it?
